WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP)— 
President Truman said _ tonight 
the nation’s economy was in seri- 
ous danger from inflation. He de- 
manded enactment of his anti- 
immediately 


inflation program 
“before it is too late.” 


‘The President, in an address to 


the American Society of News- 
paper Editors, said the success of 
American foreign policy depends 
to a large extent on the strength 
and stability of the domestic econ- 
omy. The address was broadcast 
nationally. Afterwards Truman 


delivered an off-the-record talk to som 


the editors. . 
* “We are striving to avoid an 


economic crisis by protecting our | 


prosperity while we still have it,” 
he said in his public specch. “We 
are striving to avoid a war crisis 
wa being firm before it is too 

S.- 

Considering all factors, he said, 
the danger of inflation has not 
diminished within the last few 
month... On the contrary, he said, 
the need for the 10-point program 
he recommended to Congress last 
November is “even more urgent.” 


Likens Plan to Insurance. 

“It seems to me,” he asserted, 
“that the basic question is clear. 
It is whether we take action in 
time to do some good or whether 
we delay until a crisis is upon 
us. It is simply a matter of tak- 
ing out insurance before’the house 
catches fire.” 

The President said the Ameri- 
can people must not be misled 
by thos. who oppose a reasonable 
anti-inflation program and 
reasonable defense program.

The 
important point is that we can-. 
not afford to let it happen at all.” |

RISES UP TO $1.25 
A TON EXPECTED 


WASHINGTON, April 17 (UP)— 
Retail dealers today announced 
increases ranging from 25 cents 
to $1.25 a ton for soft coal on the 
first shipments to reach here since 
the end of the pension strike. 

Patrick A. Deck, chairman of 

the coal division of the Merchants 
and Manufacturers Association, 
said similar increases would be 
general across the nation. 
‘“The new coal mined since the 
men went back to work April 13 
will cost dealers this additional 
amount and this cost will have to 
be passed on to the consumers 
when new shipments begin arriv- 
ing Monday,” Deck said. _ 
He said the higher prices at 
the mines were caused by com- 
peting demands from exporters 
and steel mills and by the short- 
age resulting from the 29-day 
strike. 


Fred W. Bendick, president of 
the Coal Exchange of St. Louis, 
said no information of increased 
soft coal prices had been received 
here. He said that ordinarily a 
change in price is not learned until 
shipments arrive, and that no sup-

The soft coal contract 
expires April 30. 

The injunction against Lewis 
and his union was issued by Unit- 
ed States District Court here April 
3. It directed them to call off the 
soft coal strike. 


Lewis. and the mine workers 
were tried Wednesday for con- 
tempt because they took no action 
until April 12 to get the miners 
back to work. Most but not all of 
the men are now back on their 


jobs. . 
Decision on Contempt. 

Judge T. Alan Goldsborough has 

promised to hand down his deci- 
sion Monday on. whether Lewis 
and the union are guilty of con- 
tempt, 
Today Welly K. Hopkins, general 
counsel for the Mine Workers, 
sent Clark a four-page letter say- 
ing tHe “labor dispute” and -the 
issues involved in it have now 
been settled. 

He outlined to Clark the agree- 
ment by Lewis and the soft coal 
operators on April 10 to name Sen- 
ator Styles Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, as the third impartial 
trustee of the miners’ welfare 
fund. He told of the agreement 
two days later pn a pension plan, 
lack of which caused the strike. 

He listed the moves by Lewis di- 
recting the miners to return to 
their jobs. 

Since everything is scttled, Hop- 
kins said, the Taft-Hartley law 
requires Clark to ask the ceurt to 
dismiss the Government-requested 
injunction. The order originally 
was to have expired last Tuesday, 
but Judge Goldsborough extended 
it to April 23. 

Clark Replies in Two Hours, 

Clark replied to Hopkins with- 
in two hours. He said the “im- 
mediate question” is disposition 
of the contempt proceedings 
against Lewis and the union at 
10 a.m., Monday. 

“My information is that a sub- 
stantial number of miners have 
not yet obeyed the court's order 
by returning to work, a matter 
which Mr, Hopkins fails to men- 
tion in his letter,” Clark said. 

“Mr. Lewig and his attorney 
may. be sure that I shall take 
whatever action the facts and law 
warrant at the appropriate time.” 

Lewis’s demand met quick ob- 
jection from some operators also. 
They insisted the strike had not 
yet ended, 

Further, the operators said re- 
ports from the mine fields indi- 
cate the walkout will be renewed 
with vigor Monday if Lewis 
should be found guilty of con- 
tempt of court. °*

Taft for Repeal of “Penalty” Tax 
on Oleomargarine. 
CLEVELAND, April 17 (AP)—

The protest was believed to have 
pointed out that Spanish censor- 
ship prohibits the publication of 
anything detrimental to the state, 
and commented that Vallina’s edi- 
torial “certainly was detrimental 
to relationships between Spain 
and the United States.”

Students Fed Dog Food in Test 
To Show Labels Cause Prejudice 


EVANSTON, Iil., April 17 (INS) 
—Northwestern University seman- 
ticists—word experts to you—said 
yesterday that much of the 
world’s prejudices and _ intoler- 
ances result from “stereotyped 
prejudice.” They contend, in other 
words, that people are bothered 
by labels. 

To prove their point, Surindar 
S. Suri and Harry Weinberg, as-

Truman Text: ‘Our Economy Is in Serious Danger From Inflation’ 


The tert of an address by 
President Truman at the annual 
dinner of the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors in Wash- 
ington: 


J AM glad to be here tonight to 
speak to the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors. You 
editors make a distinct and im- 
portant contribution to the opera- 
tion of government in the United 
views on current affairs has great 


value to our people in helping them 
to form their judgments. 


‘It is because; of the influence 
you have upon the course of our 
democracy that I am glad to have 
this opportunity to discuss with 
you one of the major problems 
confronti our country. 


I am going to talk to you to- 
night about inflation. 


All of us have the foreign situa- 
tion very much on our minds these 
days. This is proper, for we must 
devote a great deal of thought to 
our foreign relations if we are to 
succeed in working out the diffi- 
cult international problems .facing 
us. But we cannot afford to 
neglect our problems at home. / 

success of our foreign pol- 
icy depends to a very large 
extent upon the strength and 
stability of our domestic econ- 
omy. The plain fact is, however, 
that. our economy is in serious 
danger as a result of high prices 
and inflation. 

Inflation may seem to you to 
be an old story. But there are 
some men.in this country—men 
who happen to be in influential 
positions—who still fail to under- 
stand or who deliberately ignore 
tHe gravity of the situation and 
the need for forthright measures 
to meet it. They have tinkered 


they have even taken some 
feeble steps in the right direc- 
tion, But they have taken other 
steps in the wrong direction— 
steps that have made the prob- 
lem much worse. 

For my part, I believe that in- 
flation is so grave a menace to 
this country and ‘to the world 
that I do not propose to let it 
be forgotten. 

I believe that the government 
has a clear-cut responsibility to 
deal with high prices. I believe 
that we know what measures the 
government should take. I cannot 
sit by silently while inflation con- 
tinues to creep up on the Ameri- 
can people. 

The basic facts which make this 
problem of such fundamental im- 
portance are plain. The world 
stands now at one of the decisive 
points in history. Emerging from

By virtue of the strength with

principles of democracy and free- 
dom, The heart of our support) 
is economic assistance. To be ef-| 
fective, it must be coupled with 
sufficient military strength to give 
the free peoples of the world some 
sense of security while they re- 
build. 

This requirement must be met 
in a large part from the prodyc- 
tion of American mines and fac- 
tories and farms. Thus, a strong 
American economy is the bedrock 
upon which rest the hopes for es- 
tablishing a peace of free men in 
the world, Without it we can pro- 
vide neither aid, nor leadership, 
nor example. 


The strength and vitality of 
our dconomy are being under- 
mined by inflation. High prices 
are now working real hardship 
upon most American families, If 
unchecked, inflation will bring 
on economic consequences which 
will hurt every one of us. 

This is not a new situation, 
but it is getting worse. 


I have been calling attention to 
the hardships and dangers of high 
prices for a long time. I have re- 
peatedly urged business men to 
exercise voluntary restraint in 
setting prices: Many of them have. 
courageously done what they could 
to hold prices down. But they 
were not strong enough to stem 
the tide, and prices have continued | 


_to rise, ‘ 


By last fall, it had become clear | 
that we could not place our main'| 
relignce on voluntary methods, On 
November 17th, I presented to the 
Congress a 10-point legislative pro- 
gram for dealing with inflation. 
That program has not been en- 
acted. And prices have continued 
to rise. — 


The progfam which I presented 
to the Congress was sound and 
necessary last November. It is 
still sound and it is even more 
necessary now. 

The total demand for goods is 
still outrunning production. Com- 
petition for scarce items is still 
pushing prices up. Employment 
is at record levels, but the real 
purchasing power of most of our 
people is still losing ground to 
inflation. ! 

In February, there was a break 
in the market for wheat, corn and

agricultural prices did not drop 
for long, and they did not drop 
very far. The prices paid by house- 
wives were affected hardly at all. 
The general level of prices has re- 
mained well above the already ex-

Steel Price Increase. 


are of utmost importance, and we 
must have them. But’ they will 
result in strains on parts of our 
economy, which can add to infla-

‘ ‘Practically No Slack.’ 

In considering the effects of 
these programs, it is extremely 
important to realize that we now 
have practically no slack in our 
economy. We have substantially 


Some key prices have been 
increased, unwisely and unneces-'| 
sarily. The outstanding case was, | 
of course, the increase in some 
important steel prices, I believe 
that the business men who made 
these increases did not consider 
their far-reaching effect on the 
rest of the economy. They made 
the,regrettable decision to increase 
prices even though they were al- 
ready making record profits. In 
the face of these actions, other 
business mon, with a greater re- 
gard for the public welfare, have 
fought a losing battle to Keep their 
prices down, 

In addition to thease price in- 
creases, inflation has been en- 
couraged by some unnecessary in- 
terruptions to production. The 
outstanding example, of course. 
was the work stoppage in the coal 
industry. The serious effect of 
the loss of coal production shows 
the narrow margin of supply on 
which we are operating, and how 
quickly shortages of basic mater- 
ials can cripple our entire eco 
nomy. 


Effect of Tax Cut. 


Another new factor making for 
inflation is the bill recently en- 
acted by the Congress reducing 
government revenues by five bil- 
lion dollars.. This is dangerous 
from the standpoint of the gov- 
erement’s financial stability, be- 
cause it is likely to result in a 
deficit in the next fiscal year, It 
is also dangerous from the stand- 
point of high prices, for the ad- 
ditional billions of dollars of pur- 
chasing power will not be accom- 
panied by any significant increase 
in production, It means simply 
that more dollars will be bidding 
for the same goods, and prices 
will be bid up accordingly. Fur- 
thermore, by eliminating the gov- 
ernment’s surplus of receipts over 
expenditures, the tax reduction bil] 
will remove the most important 
single factor which has helped to 
hold prices in check during re- 
cent months. 

At the same time that taxes 
are being reduced, we are under- 
taking a program of assistance to 
foreign @ountries. We are also 
considering certain necessary ad- 


full employment. Factories gen- 
erally are operating at top capac- 
ity. We cannot increase our plant 
capacity rapidly. We have only 
the normal growth in the labor 
force to count on for hew man- 
power, 

Under these circumstances, new 
demands for materials and pro- 
duction necessarily have a direct 
and telling effect on prices—unless 
the proper anti-inflationary steps 
are taken, ; 

At is apparent, when all these 
factors are considered, that the 
danger of inflation has not dimin- 
ished in the last few months. On 
the contrary, the need for the 
legislation | requested ia even 
more urgent, 


It seems to me that the basic 
question is clear. It is whether 
we take ‘action in time to do 
some good or whether we delay 
until a crisis is upon us. It is 
simply a matter of taking out 
insurance before the house 
catches fire. 

If the cost of living continues 
to climb, wages and prices will 
continue to chase each other 
upward. The unhealthy boom 
will impose further hardships 
upon those who fall behind in 
the race. The greater the infla- 
tion and the longer it lasts, the 
greater the danger that it will 
end in unemployment, business 
distress, and recession or de- 
pression. It is of little signift- 
cance that no one can forecast 
the exact time when this will 
happen, The important point 
is that we cannot afford to let. 
it happen at all. 

Since I addressed the Congress 
one month ago today on the need 
for prompt action on the Euro- 
pean Recovery Program,. and on 
universal training and selective 
service, there has been a greatly 
increased interest by our citizens 
in national defense and in our for- 
eign policy. This interest has 
been reflected in the enactment 
of the legislation to aid European 
recovery. But our domestic econ- 
omy has been dangerously neg- 
lected. It should be neglected no 
longer. 

I believe that the anti-inflation 
program I recommended to the 


ditions to our national defense 
program. Both of these programs 


Congress last November should be 


enacted at once, That program is 
balanced and well-rounded. It in- 
cludes measures to reduce the ex- 
cessive amounts of money and 
credit which are lifting prices, It 
includes measures to see that 
scarce goods are distributed fair- 
ly and to their most important 
uses. It includes measures to deal 
directly with specific high prices. 
Purpose of Program. 


All these measures arg reason- |

able and practical. 
inflation in a direct manner. 
They offer a complete and con- 
sistent program to strike at the 
heart of the problem of high 
prices, 

The measures I proposed are 
designed to hold prices down 
while keeping production up, and 
increasing it as rapidly as pos- 
sible. They are designed to stop 
runaway prices, so that great 
numbers of American families 
will not be priced out of the mar- 
ket for the things they need. 
These measures are designed to 
insure that scarce goods are not 
wasted, but are used where they 
will be of the greatest benefit. 

I wish to emphasize that the 
situation has already been made 
more. difficult by delay. Addi- 
tional delay will only add to the 
danger. 

The American people must not 
be misled by those who oppose a

Could FBI Have Done Better? 
In view of this showing, top au- 
thorities in various intelligence 
services in Washington doubt 
whether the FBI could have done 
a better job in collecting informa- 
tion, and point out that its recom- 
mendationg would also have been 
subject to decision by the White 
House and State Department.

Each year, thousands of 
men and women walk out 
of American courtrooms 
with these words ringing 
in their ears.

The Catholic Church 
insists'that no true marriage can 
be dissolved by a legal decree... 
that there is, in fact, no such 
thing as divorce. 

This attitude may seem un- 
reasonable in view of state laws 
permitting divorce.

Of the 355 
granted, 185 cases involved poor 
people who were unable to pay 
any of the costs of the extensive 
investigation and three strict 
court trials which the-Church re- 
quires in all annulment appeals.

Sometimes the “lug” is put on 
civil service employes, despite a 
state law which prohibits solicita- 
tion of campaign contributions 
from civil service workers by state 
officials or employes. It is illegal 
to use state buildings for accept- 
ing contributions, even though of- 
fered voluntarily. 

Legal Action Considered. 

The files of the Civil Service 
Protective Association here are 
replete with letters from em- 
ployes, many of them meagerly 
paid, at state hospitals and other 
institutions, telling of solicitations. 
The attorney for the association, 
Michael F. Ryan, protested to 
Gov. Green in vain in so far as 
practical results were concerned, 
and has under consideration legal 
action to force return of some of 
the funds, 

Campaign solicitations, the files 
revealed, were conducted system- 
atically at state hospitals at Jack- 
sonville, Manteno, Anna, Kanka- 
kee, Peoria and here.

‘Squire’ D’ Andrea of Capone Mob 


Avoids City Bustle on His Estate 


Conduct on Parole Said to Be Above Re- 


proach — Family of Gioe Embarrassed 
by Inquiry on His Release.

CHICAGO, April 17 — Phillip 
D'Andrea, one of the four Capone 


gangsters whose easy paroles are 
under federal inquiry, has long 
been known as “The Squire” be- 
cause he prefers his estate at 
Crete, IIL, to the hustle and bustle 
of Chicago. Crete is in Will coun- 
ty. 30 miles south of Chicago. 

Now 57 years old, “The Squire” 
wears eyeglasses and a bushy mus- 
tache and is about as remote from 
the popular conception of a gang- 
ster in appearance as it is possible 
to be, His unsmiling manner has 
been accentiated recently by a 
stomach ailment, for which he 
was treated when in prison. Fol- 
lowing his release, he received 
permission from parole authorities 
for further treatment at the Mayo 
Clinic. 

Born in Buffalo, N. Y., D'Andrea 
moved to Chicago with members 
of his family, who are distantly 
related to the Capones. He first 
came to public notice as a poli- 
ticilan in the First ward. His po- 
litical activities led to appoint- 
ment as a bailiff in the Municipal 
Court and to a job in the office 
of the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners. With the rise of the 
Capone fortunes, a place was 
found for him in the inner circles 


of the gang.

Capone Bodygua 

“The Squire” became one of Al 
Capone's trusted bodyguards. His 
zeal in this post led him into tem- 
porary difficulties in 1931. Capone 
was placed on trial for income 
tax evasion, and “The Squire” 
walked into federal] court with a 
Joaded pistol in his pocket. An of- 
ficer spotted the bulge made by 
the weapon, and arrested D’'An- 
drea. The court took time out 
from the Capone trial to sentence 
“The Squire” to six months in 
jail for contempt. 

With Capone support, D'Andrea 
became an important figure 
among the local Italian faction. 
For a time he published the news- 
paper, “L’Italia.” and became 
President of the powerful Italo- 
American Union. After Capone 
went to prison, “The Squire” was 
among the trusted lieutenants 
who held the so-called Capone 
syndicate together and directed 
its various revenue enterprisés. 

“The Squire” and three associ- 
ates were sentenced in 1943 to 10 
years in federal prison for con-

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GREEK REBEL FORCE OF 700 
IS REPORTED ELIMINATED 


LAMITA, Greece, April 17 (AP)— 
Greek army troops were reported 
tonight to have killed, wounded 
or captured virtually all the mem- 
bers of a guerrilla force of 700 
men in a mountain trap in cen- 
tral Greece,

CINCINNATI, April 17 (AP)— 
The Ohio river neared its crest 
here today as thousands of flood | 
victims prepared to. return to 
their water-soaked homes. 


River Forecaster George Marth 
said the river would start falling 
tomorrow and would be under the 
52-foot flood stage by Thursday. 

Residents of neighboring New- 
port, Ky., across the river, appar- 
ently won their fight to keep 
flood waters from a section, in- 
habited by 4000 persons. 

Three persons were believed to. 
have drowned in the flooded Sci-. 
oto river, near Portsmouth, after 
their rowboat overturned. The 
river was falling there.

TOKYO, April 18 (Sunday) 
(AP)—An earthquake of moder- | 
ate intensity, described as the 
worst since the 1946 disaster, 
shook southwestern and southern | 
Japan today, 

First reports indicated there 
was little if any damage. The 
government's central meteorolog- | 
ical station said the quake was of | 
No. 4 intensity. (United States 
tables describe that as a “feeble,” | 
not a “moderate” quake. It is 
strong enough to crack ceilings.) 

Officials said there apparently 
was a slight tidal wave at Shiono 
Misaki, the extreme end of Wa- 
kayama Peninsula southwest of 
Tokyo. This peninsula was hard 
hit by the earthquake and tidal 
wave of December, 1946, in which 
an estimated 1300 were killed. The 
epicenter was fixed at about 18 
miles southeast of Shiono Misaki 
in the sea. The quake was bare- 
ly noticeable here.

Stassen Heads for the White Seer 


The Min ‘His Recad ‘os 
Background — Winner of 
Wisconsin and Nebraska 


Primary Elections. 


By JOSEPH DRISCOLL

Editor's Note—Joseph Driscoll reported 
Harold Stassen’s successful campaigns in 
the primaries in Wisconsin and Nebraska, 
where the writer had an opportunity to 
observe the candidate for the Republican 
presidential nomination in action and at 
a close range. 


* ee EDWARD STASSEN is 


young man in a hurry. He, feels he 

has a rendezvous with destiny—and his 
destination is the White House which he 
hopes to occupy after the first of the year, 
the voters consenting. | 

The young man from Minnesota has a 
high ambition equalled only by his long- 
Tange planning and his treméndous mental 
and. physical energy. When he was an 
undergraduate at the University of Minne- 
sota he calmly confided to his classmates: 
“I'm going to be President of the United 
States some day.” No one doubted his in- 
tentions then. No one close to Harold ever 
doubts him. He has placed his rather large 
feet on the path to 1600 Pennsylvania ave- 
nue, District of Columbia, and he keeps 
pushing ahead with the persistency of a bull- 
dozer. 

Striking out against the Taft-Dewey Old 
Guard in the Republican party, Stassen was 
quick to realize that if he was to beat down 
the vested powers at the party convention 
in June he would have to demonstrate his 
popularity with the masses at the various 
state presidential preference primaries. He 
got off to a slow start in New England 
when he ran second to Thomas E. Dewey 
in the New Hampshire primary. Then, 
swinging out into his own Midwest, he 
scored a sensational triumph in the Wis- 
consin primary over Douglas MacArthur 
and Dewey. And followed up a week later 
in Nebraska by breezing in first ahead of 
Dewey, Taft, Vandenberg, MacArthur, War- 
ren and Martin. 

Stassen alone among the presidential pos- 
elbilities realized the full import of the Ne- 
braska “popularity contest” in which seven 
Republicans, avowed or potential candi- 
dates, were entered in the presidential pri- 
Mary, with or without their consent. This 
was done last October by a citizens’ com- 
mittee headed by Raymond A. McConnell 
dr., editor of the Lincoln State Journal. 
The St. Louls Post-Dispatch sensed the pos- 
sibilities at once and published a com- 
mendatory editorial, McConnell recalls, and 
he adds this revelation: 

“That Stassen felt likewise I gathered 
from an envelope in next day's mail, post- 
marked at the Kansas City airport, bearing 
the Stassen-for-President imprint, and ad- 
dressed to me in a hand unmistakably like 
his. It enclosed the St. Louis editorial. 
This was a way of indicating approval with- 
out putting himself on record until he had 
time to study the Nebraska situation.” 


Doesn’t Play Political 
Game by the Old-Time Rules. 


Within three weeks Stassen flew into Ne- 
braska on the first of four stumping tours. 
It was months later before Dewey and Taft 
woke up and toured Nebraska in the final 
week before the primary. 

“My whole attitude,” Stassen ‘had said, 
“is that the people should have a chance to 


express themselves and it (the free-for-all |’ 


primary) looks to me like a constructive 
idea.” 

The Post-Dispatch editorial which helped 
Stassen to make up his mind is quoted by 
McConnell in his Journal column as fol- 
lows: 

“The presidential primary has greatly 
disappointed the hopes of its proponents. 

They sought a popular voice to which

which bids Yair to make their state's 
primary the most important in the coun- 
try. « . « Nebraska's bipartisan committee 
is up to something eminently worthwhile 
in national politics.” 


Before the Nebraska returns were com- 
pleted, Stassen was flying from his St. 
Paul home to compete against Senator 
Robert A. Taft in the Ohio primary, to be 
decided May 4. Following custom he will 
return home to hear the results, and then 
he will be flying’ on to Oregon to joust with 
Gov. Dewey in that state’s primary, decided 
on May 21. Then a few more speeches 
around the country, and on to Philadelphia 
for the June convention of the Grand Old 
Party. 

‘Celebrating his forty-first birthday last 
Tuesday, which was also the day of the 
Nebraska primary, Harold Stassen an- 
nounced: “Today I am no _ longer a 
Young Republican,” and he added that he 
was applying for membership in the Old 
Guard lodge. However, there is littie 
prospect that the Old Guard will admit 
him, not yet anyway; to them he is still 
a terrible young Turk, a mid-country 
mavérick, who doesn't play the game ac- 
cording to their old-fashioned rules; a 
most unusual man who does not coyly 
pretend to be waiting for the people to 
draft him but instead goes directly to the 
people and asks for their vote and tells 
them exactly where he stands on all para- 
mount issues. 


Among peanut politicians Stassen looms 
as a Titan in more ways than one. He 
stands 6 feet 2% inches tall and weigh 226 
pounds,. He has broad shoulders, big hands, 
big feehand a well-shaped head. His com- 
plexion is fair, his eyes are brown. School- 
mates used to call him “Red,” with refer- 
ence to his hair, but now it is sandy and 
receding over. the top. The University of 
Minnesota has been famous for its football 
teams and Stassen could have been a back- 
field star or. linesman had<he not betn so 
preoccupied with preparing for the presi- 
dency of the United States. 

Stassen walks into a room with the roll- 
ing grace of an amiable, well-trained zoo 
bear. When he sits down he crosses his 
ql Knees: folds his hands and is altogether re-

wary like Tom Dewey nor aloof and self- 
absorbed like ‘Just call me plain Bob Taft.”

much as they had full-time jobs to 
perform at Washington and Albany, 
implying that Stassen was a political 
vagrant without visible employment 
and with plenty of time on his hands. 
Stassen refused to rise to this bait; he 
is not easily needled or hooked. 

It is true that Stassen, who re- 
signed as Governor of Minnesota to 
join the Navy in 1943, from which he 
emerged with honors in 1945, has not 
been on a payroll since. How then 
does he support himself, wife and two 
children, and carry on his presidential 
safari which has not been on the 
stingy side? 

Well, this amazingly literate candi- 
date has actually written a book 
(without any ghosting, either), a book 
‘titled “Where I Stand,”” published by. 
Doubleday, and detailing his views on 
major issues. He earned about $50,- 
000 from the book royalties and from 
fees which he charged for his speeches 
prior to the opening of the state cam- 
paigns—now he speaks for free. 

Stassen has explained further. that 
his campaign money so far has come 
from 22,000 contributors, half from 
Minnesota, averaging $38 each; that

no contribution of more than $1000 is 
accepted from anybody, and that he 
_ would welcome more such donations 
as conducting a campaign is expen- 
sive. 

William H. Vanderbilt, former Gov- 
ernor of Rhode Island, who served on 
the staff of an admiral at Panama 
during the war, heads the Minnesota 
Foundation, which has raised $100,- 
000 to finance the campaign of his 
fellow navy alumnus. Closer to home 
is the Neighbors for Stassen Club, 
headed by Daniel Gainey, a jewelry 
manufacturer, which is raising a 
$250,000 fund for Neighbor Harold. 

No millionaire fatcats appear in the 
list of individual Stassen sponsors . 
filed with the Secretary of State at 
Madison, Wis. Much more modest 
than the Dewey and MacArthur list- 
ings, the Stassen report listed 11 
obscure men and women who had do- 
nated $100 to $350 each, plus the Na- 
tional Headquarters at Minneapolis . 
which contributed $7991.45. 

John Cowles, publisher of the Min- 
neapolis Star and Tribune, is all-out 
for Stassen, as are his papers. Stas- 
sen is understood to enjoy support 
also from big industrialists in Gen- 
eral Mills, in the Minneapolis-Honey- 
well company, and in other firms 
which approved his record as Gover- 
nor of Minnesota.

Stassen was asked by a Chicago reporter if 
he intended to make any fifrther revelations 
of grain. speculations by insiders in the Tru- 
man administration. 

“No,” said Stassen, the ‘unusual politi- 
clan, ‘I don’t believe in making last-minute 
charges when the people accused would not 
have time to make adequate reply before 
the polls open. It's been my practice not 
to make any serious charges in the last 
week of a campaign.” 

Stassen has inherited much of the polit- 
ical strength and backing of the late Wen- 
dell L. Willkie whose successful floor cam- 
paign he managed at the 1940 Philadelphia 
convention, where he helped to put Willkie 
over while Dewey and Taft were busy 
deadlocking each other. Four years later 
Stassen ran ahead of Willkie in the Wis- 
consin primary (which Dewey won) and 
Willkie then withdrew from the Nebraska 
primary which Stassen won.

Aligning himself with other Republican 
candidates against the proposed Missouri 
Valley Authority, Stassen said he favored a 
home-administered program for develop- 
ment of the Missouri Valley rather than a 
centralized federal authority patterned after 
the Tennessee Valley Authority. 

‘Under what conditions would he allow 
his name to be presented at Philadelphia as 
a candidate for Vice President?” 

“Under no conditions,” Stassen snapped. 

Asked if he thought Gov, Dewey was the 
man to beat, Stassen said: ‘No, I think 
President Truman is the man to beat.” 

Stassen has been criticized on the 
ground that he lumped Europe’s Social- 
ist and Communist countries together in 
one package as “‘two peas from the same 
confining pod.” Stassen’s friends explain 
he hasn’t meant to be unfair though he 
may have failed to develop his ideas 
fully. They say that Stassecn, who has 
backed the Marshall plan for European 


recovery, doesn’t mean to deny aid under * 


that plan to Socialist countries but doesn’t 
believe American aid should be used to 
further Socialist projects, and that guar- 
antees to this effect should be had. 

Some liberals have been surprised that 
Stassen advocated outlawing the Commu- 
nist Party in the United States while Gov. 
Dewey, touted as more conservative, is 
against outlawing. But those who know 
Stassen from his Minnesota governorship 
say he never pretended to be a radical 
or a crusading liberal or a left-winger 
of any sort, that he came into power by 
smashing the Farmer-Labor party, and 
that his three terms left no doubt that 
he was definitely a Republican. 

In the recent Wisconsin orgy of speech- 
making Stassen described his campaign pur- 
pose as ‘“‘to develop true liberalism in the 
Republican party.” 

Philip LaFollette, former Wisconsin gov- 
ernor and a MacArthur partisan, remarked 
sourly that Stassen was regarded in Wis- 
consin as an extreme conservative. Stassen 
replied that he carried Milwaukee, a liberal 
center (which elected a Socialist mayor at 
the same time). 

From which it might be deduced. that 
Stassen hag the happy faculty of getting 
votes from both sides and offending a 
minimum of the electorate. He admits 
he doesn’t mind even if Democrats vote 
for him. 

Newspaper men who cover Stassen are 
genuinely fond of him. Not to them is he 
cold and humorless, which is the first im- 
pression some outsiders get. 

“Harold Stassen is a good family man, a 
good friend and neighbor,” j,one of his 
friends explained. ‘“‘Those who know him 
best, friends when he was working his way 
through college and starting his law prac- 
tice, are still his friends. If he appears 
cold and calculating, it’s only a defense 
mechanism; politics is a cruel game and 
would break a man who was too sensitive.” 

Stassen does not smoke or relate smoking- 
room stories. He likes a Scotch when his 
work is done. Most of all he likes to read 
and to debate. Queried as to what he be- 
lieves in most, he will answer: 

“The people, when they are informed.”

If Russia chooses to fight because of our intervention, 


that’s too -bad, but world security is worth the price. 


These are the conclusions to be drawn [ 
about the thinking of American youth today 
if one can accept as representative the con- 
sensus of more than 3800 young men ‘and 
women from 73 cities who attended the pub- 
lic affairs conference sponsored by The Prin- 
cipia College at Elsah, Ill., last weekend. 

Delegates representing Christian Science 
Monitor discussion forums came from Tulsa 
and Toronto, Kansas City and Kalamazoo, 
college communities like Ann Arbor and 
Champaign, industrial centers like Pitts- 
burg, Youngstown and Detroit, and small. 
er cities like Fort Dodge, Ia., and McKees- 
port, Pa. They represented all walks of 
life; the only things in common were their 
youth, their religious faith and, more im- 
portant in this connection, their-active in- 
terest in public affairs. 

Girls wearing the bobby socks and 
youths attired in, the slacks and sports 
jackets that seem to be just as much a part 
of student life as books and pencils joined 
young business men and women in 
round-table discussions of what to do about 
Russia. The participants posed the ques- 
tions and then worked out answers -— 


cussion in which minority views on occasion 
found vigorous expression. 

Some of the questions and answers: 

Should we intervene in a nation's internal 
affairs? ' 

Yes. We should intervene in a stand 
against Russian intervention and aggres- 
sion. Our intervention should he primarily 
through economic avenues, with the use of 
armed forces only as a final measure. How- 
ever, intervention should not be motivated 
by imperialism, nor should it advance so far 
as to destroy a nation’s cultural mores or 
its political sovereignty. 

Should we work exclusively through the 
United Nations? 

No, We should work toward strengthen- 
ing United Nations; but until the UN is an 
expression of the free choice of all the 
world’s peoples, we must also take uni- 
lateral action, International government 
will be workable when true compromise is 
understood. 4 


For a World Federation; 
Called an Ideal for Future. 


Are we justified in taking unilateral ac- 
tion when confronted with Communism? 

Yes, we are justified whenever collective 
action through the United Nations or other- 
wise is ineffectual. Specifically, such action 
as that provided by the European Recovery 
Program is justified. 

Should we support self-determination? 

, Yes, we should support the right of 
people to choose their own form of govern- 
ment and own way of life through demo- 
cratic processes, but we should withhold 
such support when it is obvious that the 
choices of the people gre not free but are 
influenced or determined by an outside 
force, 

Should we work for world federation? 

Yes, while it may be an ideal for the fu- 
ture rather than a present practicality, we 
should nevertheless begin working for it 
now, preferably through the United Nations. 

Should we work for freer trade? 

Yes. We should seek to promote this 
through reciprocal agreements and the low- 
ering of tariffs provided that no country 
constituting a military threat is, by these 
means, supplied with strategic materials. 

Should administration of occupied areas 
be by eivilians? 

Administration of occupied countries 
should be by a specially trained military 
force supplemented by American civilian ex- 
perts; and this force should be replaced by 
native civilians as quickly as our own se- 
curity and that of the occupied country is 
assured. 

These questions were discussed by 15 
round-table groups. That some of the

groups failed to reach a dicuae majority 
opinion on all of the questions indicated 
that youth, like adult America, finds unan- 
imity impossible in dealing with such vexing 
problema, 

In one group, the question of interven- 
tion in a nation’s internal affairs provoked 
the most discussion. “How're you going to 
define internal affairs as distinet from those 
affecting the world situation?” one youth 
sporting a snappy blue tie and handkerchief 
to match wanted to know. “An unsound 
économy can pave the way for Commu- 
nism,” he pointed out. 


Disappointed in Record 
Of United Nations So Far. 


A brunette whose attractiveness was by 
no means hidden behind large, horn-rimmed 
glasses argued that c®-operation can be 
more effective than intervention. ,.“We've 
intervened so much in South America, and 
what have we accomplished?” she de- 
manded. ‘‘We've made ourselves unpopular 
as a bully, and they don’t trust us.” 

This brought dissent from a lanky youth 
of draft age whose height indicated he 
might do well as a basketball center. “Pop- 
ularity is secondary with me,” he asserted. 
“Stopping Communism is more important. 
A sort of Pax Americana is the world’s only 
salvation. We'll have to act as policeman 
or else let Russia take over.” 


Several delegates were outspoken in. ex- 
pressing disappointment with the United 
Nations. “It’s pretty much of a farce, and 
there’s little point in fooling with it,” one 
remarked. Another said: “The UN was or- 
ganized so we could work out compromises 
with other nations and form joint policy. 
But gince Russia won't compromise and we 
won't, it’s no good. Actually, it hasn’t done 
a thing to restrict aggression. Russia has 
taken over Czechoslovakia in her way, and 
the UN hasn't been able to get a police 
force to halt civil warfare in Palestine and 
back up partition.” 

But an earnest young man with a crew 
haircut argued that in some of its agency 
activities the UN is proving valuable. 
“These agencies offer the basis for develop- 
ing fields of common interest,” he declared. 
“In addition, the UN serves as a means of 
marshaling public opinion, which can be a 
very powerful thing. We must keep this 
forum and expand tte lIfmited good it has 
done rather than junk it and try to start 
all over again from scratch.” 

One delegate said the United States on 
occasion ‘has been just as forceful as the 
Soviet Union in exercising the veto power, 
so that “we can’t say Russia ‘is the only 
stumbling block in that respect.” But as 
far as this observer could determine, there 
was not one attempt to justify Russian pol- 
icy in general; condemnation of Soviet ex- 
pansionism was taken for granted. ~ 


Experts Interpret Facts 


But Not Always in Agreement. 

The delegate: were not enthusiastic about 
univérsal military training, holding that 
»some form of selective service might well 
be tried first. The United States should 
work out a firm economic policy that will 
be integrated with our foreign policy, it was 
held. There should be immediate subsist- 
ence relief abroad, efficiently administered 
and accompanied by propaganda to insure 
recognition of the fact that the aid comes 
from America. 

It was agreed that censorship of exported 
motion pictures and written matter should 
be held to a minimum, propaganda should 
be improved and the “Voice of America” 
broadeasts continued. More exchange of 
students and more teaching of foreign lan- 
guages and history in this country were 
advocated, together with “indoctrination 
and orientation” of tourists going abroad. 


By and large, the delegates indicated they 
favored the stand advocated by Dr. William 
Y. Elliott, professor of government at Har- 
vard University and staff director of the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs and 
Foreign Aid. In a conference address, he 
argued that the Russians do not want war, 
and will halt their expansionist pressure if 
the United States says, ‘Move across that 
line and we'll let you have it.” 

But the young men and women must have 
found it somewhat confusing, to say the 
least, when the so-called experts differed 
among themselves. Joseph C. Harsch, Chris-

“Advertisements as a whole may be 
completely misleading, although every ° 
sentence separately considered is liter- 
ally true... . That exceptionally acute 
and sophisticated readers might have ° 
been able by penetrating analysis to 
have deciphered the true nature of the 
contest’s terms is not sufficient to bar 
findings of fraud by a fact-finding tri- 
bunal. Questions of fraud may be de- 
termined in the light of the effect ad- 
Vertisements would most probably pro- 
duce on ordinary minds, . . People 
have a right to assume that fraudulent 
advertising traps will not be laid to en- 
snare them. ws are made to protect 
the trusting well as the suspicious.” 

The $50,000 puzzle project of the Dis- 
abled American Veterans’ Service Foun- 
dation of Washington, D.C., is an- 
other and current contest. The entrance 
charge is called a “donation” or “con- 
tribution” to screen the fact that it is 
a consideration paid for a chance at a 
prize. The acute and sophisticated read- 
era know that the terms “donation” and 
“contribution” are so much camouflage, 
but to many people they are deceptive 
and misleading. This is only one of sev- 
eral objections to the D.A.V. puzzle 
echeme., e 

It is my opinion that the Facts Maga- 
zine enterprise could have been barred 
from the mails as a guessing lottery, I 
also feel sure that the D.A.V. project is 
likewise a guessing lottery. 

This Supreme Court decision should 
be of great assistance in getting rid of 
the box-top derbies and charity-front ¢ 
lotteries that now overrun the mails and 
the radio.

Government by the people has meaning only 
as it is practiced in fairness to the rights of all 
the people. A case in point is the decision which 
will be before Gov. Donnelly when he reaches 
the appropriation to build a $400,000 law school 
for Negroes in St. Louls. 

On first look, this seems a generous thing. It 
would give Negroes a building more modern than 
the one for white students at Columbia. No such 
consideration, however, is to be compared with 
the objections. Erection of this school ‘vould 
freeze Jim Crow as policy in state-supported edu- 
cation for the law in Missouri. It would set a 
precedent for the creation of a separate state 
medical schoo], separate engineering school, sep- 
arate school of mines and so on. It would delay 
no one knows how long'the time when Missouri 
would provide equal education for its younger 
citizens regardless of color. 

This is an issue of basic principle. The fair- 
est way to appraise it is in its larger geographi- 
cal setting. Three of Missouri’s neighbors, Kan- 
sas, Iowa and Illinois, have admitted Negroes to 
their state universities for many years. In Okla- 
homa, six deans have recommended to the Uni- 
versity regents that Negroes be admitted to the 
law and other professional schools. In Arkansas, 
a Negro is now enrolled in the law school. It is 
true that at presént, he receives his instruction 
in s@parate classes, but he is at least in the 
school and that is a first step toward acceptance 
without discrimination.

East, west, north, south—in every direction 
action or thought on this question of equal edu- 
cation js ahead of that in Missouri. But it is 
really worse than this. Not only is Missouri be- 
hind its neighbors (two of which, Jet it be em- 
phasized, reach much further south), but the 
state is behind private educational policy within 
Missouri. St. Louis University admits Negroes. 
A Negro has been in attendance at the Washing- 
ton University Medical School. Two Negroes are 
now enrolled in Washington University’s School 
of Social Work; others undoubtedly will be ad- 
mitted in the fall. 

So the situation actually is that the state has 
been so laggard as to permit these private edu- 
cational institutions to show more concern for 
equal educational opportunity than is shown by 
the tax-supported University of Missouri, For 
while Missouri spends $807 per Negro law stu- 
dent to $228 for every white law student, it is 


«a sad fact that the educational opportunities are 


nowhere nearly equal. Nor can they ever be in 
a system which shuts Negro students away from 
the give-and-take of widespread discussion, dis- 
tinguished teachers and visiting lecturers and 
much greater library facilities. 

Yet in the face of all this, the appropriation 
for a $400,000 Negro law school goes to Gov. 
Donnelly by virtually unanimous vote of the 
Legislature. Why? Because as John T. Clark, 
executive secretary of the Urban League, says, 
it is “a price our legislators feel the taxpayers 
are willing to pay in order to keep Negroes seg- 
regated.” He might also have said that unequal 
educational opportunity is a disadvantage some 
Negroes are willing to accept because of a per- 
sonal stake in separate institutions. F 

The big trouble in this situation is the failure 
of President Middlebush and the deans at the 
University of Missouri and the curators to pro- 
vide the leadership which the state has every 
right to expect. These curators, including Ros- 
coe Anderson and Guy A. Thompson of St. Louis 
and Allen McReynolds of Carthage, are supposed 
to recommend educational policy to the Legisla- 
ture. Unmindful of student opinion in favor of 
Negroes at Columbia, they have been so timid 
that Arkansas has passed us by! 

+ * * 

If Gov. Donnelly approves the law school 
building the error will be made. Missouri's 
Negroes will be foredoomed to accept, no mat- 
ter how well Dean Richardson and his staff per- 
form, eduoation which falls far short of that pro- 
vided for white law students at Columbia. 

If the Governor vetoes this item, as he is em- 
powered to do, the state will then be put in a 
position of having to face this question frankly, 
honestly, fairly. The Legislature then can be 
asked, under the new Constitution, to admit Ne-° 
groes to the state’s professional schools. 

It comes close to hypocrisy to talk about legis- 
lation against the poll tax and other racial dis- 
criminations in the South when we stand on the 
brink of freezing Jim Crow as the policy for 
higher education in Missouri. 

Do the curators of the University of Missouri 
have equal education at heart? Are the cura- 
tors of Lincoln University devoted to equal edu- 
cation? If so they will join hands in. counsel- 
ing the Governor against,a mistake which Mis- 
souri would be many years in overcoming. 

Now is the time. The law school building 
proposal is the opportunity to make the start 
that will have to be made some time. Why not 
make it when America is professing the ideal 
of equal civil rights to the world?

The Arch and the Slums 


The building of Saarinen’s silver arch on the 
riverfront should be part of a general refur- 
bishing of St. Louis. So said Howard I. Young, 
chairman of the board of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, in a Jefferson's birthday address in the 
Old Court House, Slum clearance, improve- 
ment of traffic arteries and better downtown 
parking facilities should come together in one 
redevelopment program, he said. And he is 
right. Indeed, that is why .the Aldermen adopted 
the Plan Commission’s master plan a year ago. 

To a very considerable extent, these improve- 
ments are interdependent. Certainly, the arch, 
soaring toward a blue sky out of its forested 
park, would be a frustrating false facade if 
beyond it there were only a choked business 
section and slowly decaying homes. But as part 
of a broader conceft, it could stimulate the con- 
struction of tree-lined boulevards and a systein 
of small parks which would make reconditioned 
neighborhoods attractive and protect them 
against the blight which destroyed their prede- 
cessors. It is the chief purpose of the city plan 
to focus attention on the total needs of the 
community. It shows where improvements are 
needed, and it makes possible a harmonious 
development rather than a new hodge-podge. 

But though the goal may be over-all rejuve- 
nation, some order of priority is essential. Hous- 
ing and slum clearance certainly are most press- 
ing. Most of the community’s rebuilding effort 
should be concentrated on them while making 
sure, of course, that they do not hamper the 
eventual solution of traffic problems and the 
like. If labor and materials become sufficiently 
available, several components of the plan might 
be carried out simultaneously. Riverfront fi- 
nancing, for instance, would be no drain on 
housing funds. A community which watches 
the erection of such a monument ought to have 
enthusiasm for more basic improvements.

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Weak Spots in Intelligence 

One of the two main reasons why the Central 
Intelligence Agency is inadequate, no matter how 
well it does what it is allowed to do, was demon- 
strated in the Bogota uprising. CIA is empow- 
ered only to gather information. It cannot ana- 
lyze and evaluate it. Analysis is left to the State 
Department. 

This weakness and its twin—the lack of inde- 
pendence—frustrated the efforts of CIA to suc- 
ceed in this major assignment, the protection 
of the American delegation to the ninth inter- 
American conference, in Colombia. $ 

Testimony presented by the director of CIA, 
Adm. Hillenkoetter, to a House subcommittec in- 
vestigating the Bogota affair, shows that the in- 
telligence agency had gathered a large amount of 
information about the inflammable condition of 
politics in Colombia. CIA could not, however, 
have used these facts as the basis for a judgment 
that Bogota was an unsafe spot for an inter- 
American conference. The limitations under 
which it operates permit it to gather informa- 
tion, but do not permit it to say what the in- 
formation means. 

That it does no good to possess information 
unless we understand it was one of the lesgons 
the United States learned at the cost af blood 
and treasure in the Second World War. The 
facts that could have forewarned us of the Japa- 
nese attack on Pearl Harbor were known to 
Washington but their meaning had not been as- 
sessed. This is the view of Gen. Donovan, who 
headed the wartime Office of Strategic Services, 
the nearest to a complete intelligence service 
the United States has ever had. 

The elementary truth that the collection and 
analysis of information are inseparable, has been 
stated over and over. “A central intelligence 

. » Must co-ordinate, collect and analyze if it 
is to be effective,” Hanson W. Baldwin, military 
analyst, wrote in the New York Times. 

How, in the face of the unanimity of experts; 
can President Truman say he is. satisfied with 
the present setup? How can he say so in the 
face of what happened at Bogota, where our 
mistakes were due, among other things, to sep- 
aration of these inseparable functions of:an in- 
telligence organization? It is because of the 
President’s decisions that the present intelligence 
arrangement is a makeshift. It is the President’s 
duty to replace this makeshift with an organi- 
zation that can perform every function it should 
perform, ant do it independently. 
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Travel of Tomorrow 


The “Train of Tomorrow” which the General 
Motors Corp. and the Pullman people are show- 
ing at Union Station has nearly everything ex- 
Its decor—in 
34 colors—looks like that of a Hollywood di- 
rector’s apartment, Every car has at least two 
seating levels and some have three, including in 
every case an “astradome” through which pas- 
sengers can look at both the countryside and the 
sky. The roof doesn’t open up like that on a 
convertible automobile or on the scenic cars of 
the Canadian Pacific, but you can’t have every- 
thing. 

The railroad industry deserves credit for 
these innovations. They will do much to attract 
the carriage trade. But where are the prewar 
trains with rates designed to win back the mass 
passenger traffic which has been lost to the bus 
lines? And where are the tourist sleepers? 

There is money in the mass transportation of 
human beings, but the railroads will not get 
their full share of it until they do something to 
reduce the two-thirds excess they now charge 
over the fares quoted by the bus lines. 
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Bar to Economic Sabotage 

The evidence in the contempt trial of John 
Lewis leaves little choice but to believe that he 
inspired the miners’ walkout deliberately and 
with utter disregard of the nation’s welfare. 

Lewis’ attorneys presented no testimony for 
the defense, saying simply, “The Government 
has failed to prove its case.” Nevertheless, the 
Government proved that the walkout was 
planned and inspired by Lewis. 

When Lewis gave the signal for the walkout, 
he wrote the officers and members of the union 
that the operators had “dishonored the contract 
and defaulted under its provisions.” A few days 
before, he had reminded union members that it 
is their policy not to work without a contract. 
Therefore, the declaration that the contract was 
dishonored was equivalent to an order to quit 
work. 


arbitration board determine whether the employ- 
ers had violated the contract; Lewis acted on 
his own theatrical whim. 

If Lewis is able to get what he wants by the 
high-handed issuance of ultimatums, rather than 
by legal means, it is an invitation to all labor 
leaders and all unions to disregard their con- 
tracts and defy the law. Economic sabotage be- 
comes the approved weapon of labor. 

It has been suggested that Judge Goldsborough 
should temper or withhold punishment for fear 
the miners would walk out of the pits again. 
This is a specious argument. If the Taft-Hartley 
law is too weak to protect against strikes in in- 
dustries vital to the national welfare, it is better 
we should know it now. 

In view of the 27-day coal strike, the Taft- 
Hartley Act does not seem to be enough. There 
is a strong case for a federal equivalent of Mis- 
souri’s King-Thompson Act, which gives this 
state the power to seize and operate struck utili- 
ties when mediation fails to bring relief. 
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A Good Man for the FPC 


Thomas C. Buchanan, President Truman's 
latest choice for the Federal Power Commission, 
is well qualified by experience and temperament. 
He served for years on the’Pennsylvania Public 
Service Commission and has been a leader in 
the National Association of Railroad and Utility 
Commissioners. In both capacities, he has stood 
for genuine regulation of utilities in the public 
interest, as against the superficial acceptance of 
cases as presented by the utilities themselves, 
which characterizes too many commissioners. 

This appointment is of strategic importance 
on the issue of whether the natural gas corpo- 
rations, which already are earning handsome 
profits, should be allowed substantial increases 
in rates. Aside fronf this appointment, the FPC 
is divided two and two on the proposed in- 
creases and also on whether or not approval 
should be given the Moore-Rizley bill taking 
away the commission’s power to regulate prices 
in the natural gas fields. 

If his appointment is confirmed, Mr. Buchanan 
can be counted on to reach a conscientious judg- 
ment and to vote in the public interest.

' Why is the American reading public— 
that fraction of it which buys books as well 
as newspapers and magazines—devouring 
in such quantity the output‘of historical 
novelists? 

These long-winded tales of a bygone age, 
fat books with gaudy jackets, are pounced 
upon eagerly by many thousands of women 
and fewer thousands of men. The formula 
for advertising them is now well- 
established. Whether the author is male or 
female, there is always the heroine, whose 
sultry eyes, inviting 
lips and aggréssive 
breasts are made the 
most of by the jacket 
designer and the ad- 
vertising artist. The 
heroine of the aver- 
age contemporary 
historical romance 
would be recognized 
for what she is by 
any moderately intel- 
ligent Seeing - Eye 
dog. 

The stuff out of 
which these books are 
made comes from Margaret Mitchell 
every nook and cran- 
ny of the American past, with occasional 
side excursions into the vanished days of 
Europe. ' 

Of course, it has happened before, Dur- 
ing the years on both sides of the turn 
of the century, the historical novel enjoyed 
a similar boom. Then the setting was 
more frequently placed in the older coun- 
tries. “When Knighthood Was in Flower” 
was typical of the heavily embroidered tales 
of the period, although such re-creations of 
the American past as “Hugh Wynne” and 
“To Have and To Hold” also found an ad- 
miring public. 


Love’s Old, Sweet Story 


The chief difference, I should say, is the 
emphasis placed by the contemporary 
books on that modern American totem: 
SeX, ? 

Not that the historical romances of the 
90s and the early 1900s were written with- 
out benefit of love interest—far from it; 
but the ladies whose fair hands were 
sought by the swashbuckling sewains of the 
earlier books were birds of. a different 
feather from those who now adorn the 
jacket covers, The demure maiden has 
made way for the brazen hussy.

There is the further difference that many 
of today’s tales strike a more realistic note 
than was characteristic of those which 
were being read in the ’90s. More than a 
few have turned a definitely critical eye on

I don’t believe it can be said that con- 
temporary historical novelists show any 
greater narrative skill than their predeces- 
sors; perhaps, in the main, not as much— 
always excepting Miss Mitchell. She 
showed, it seems to me, a narrative gift of 
the first order, and I mean precisely that~— 
the kind of story-telling ability that Dumas 
had. 

I shall be much surprised if “Gene with 
the Wind” does not light the way to obliv- 
ion for most of the stories which have fol- 
lowed in its wake, For far too many of 
these are not the rosult of an inner com- 
pulsion, a consuming interest, such as 
caused Miss Mitchell to write her book;

I must point now to another kind of dif- 
ference—not in the books themselves, but 
in the causes which produced their popu- 
larity. I think that the earlier wave of in- 
terest in the hfstorical novel came simply 
from the old alternation in literary taste, 
between realism and romance; it signified 
nothing else than one more swing of the 
pendulum. This no doubt plays some part 
in the present vogue, but it is not the 
whole explanation of the popularity which ' 
historical novels now command, 


Dollars in That Formula! 


I think there can be no question that the 
present vogue gets its impetus from three 
main sourcss: first, a growing dissatisfac- 
tion on the part of many readers with the 
kind of people they encountered in the 
realistic novels of the '20s and early ‘30s; 
second, our acute awareness of a deeply 
troubled and very sick world in which it is 
our lot to live; and third, an effort, partly 
conscious, coming out of the national mood 
of self-examination and the search for new 
or refurbished old values, to find gome clue 
to solving our various dilemmas by an ex- 
ploration of the past in which we as a peo- 
ple had more sense <éf direction and 
purpose. 


Because of these factors, I do not com- 
pletely share the attitude of those critics 
who shake their heads over the continuing 
popularity of the historical novel, and look 
upon its revival As a deeply regrettable epi- 
sode in our recent litefary history. I do, 
however, wholeheartedly believe that the 
trend has run itself into the ground, that 
it is now being taken over by a horde of 
opportunistic writers and, naturally, pub- 
lishers, eager to cash in on what still seems 
to be a sure-fire formula: 


With Hollywood's willing co-operation, 
what innocently came into being out of a 
sincere impulse and a definite need is being 
turned into big business of a not particu- 
larly savory kind. The three S’s—Silk, 
Swords and Sex—are being capitalized and 
promoted like a popular brand of cigarettes. 


Why Not Escape? 


It seems to me that the vogue, in its 
earlier stages, was a healthy and even help- 
ful reaction, It indicated, for one thing, 
the recognition of a deeply-felt ne for 
identification with our roots as a nation— 
one more manifestation, perhaps, of that 
burning desire for security which has taken 
hold of both individuals and nations,in the 
contemporary world, 


Tt is true that most of us crave some ré- 
lief from the constant contemplation of a 
disordered world (and why not?) but it is 
only fair to remember that the wisest of 
men have often found a fresh perspective 
on their immediate and impending difficul- 
ties through the cool inspection of the past. 
And so if some of this great mass of his- 
torical fiction, approaching its material in 
a questioning attitude, has contributed 
something of our understanding of our- 
selves as a people, and has made some of 
us see more elearly the qualities which 
were our strength in the past, they will 
have served some purpose beyond their 
primary one of entertainment.

myth.”’ for they see it as a kind 
of cloudy remoteness laced with 
lightnings of imagined grandetrs 
end epic events. Homer's “Iliad” 
and “Odyssey,”’ of course, have 
stood fcr all times as the legs 
of the colossus of myth that bé- 
strides the world of literature. 
The “Iliad” is a work mighty in 
itself, painting a pagan world 
populous with heroic figures cre- 
ated by a polytheistic people. It 
is certainly one of the most writ- 
ten-about of all masterpieces. 

Misa Bespaloff’s approach is 
met that of annotator, source- 
hound, or myopic practitioner of 
adding-machine scholarship. She 
sees a timeless, perdurable mean- 
ing in the ¢lliad’’—a meaning 
both apposite and requisite in 
our time. its events and person- 
alities foreshadow, for her, con- 
nected events and personalities 
culminating in those of our own 
generation and even the present 
decade. From Zeus through Je- 
hovah to Jesus Christ and the 
manifestations of the latter in 
moderns as diverse as Tolstoy 
and Kagawa, she exposes the 
chain of thought that unites an- 
cient and modern, orient and 
occident. 

She draws dramatic parallels 
between the Bible and _ the 
“Tliad’’; both, she says, ‘‘encom- 
pass our experience at its rich- 
est and most contradictory.” 
These “sacred texts,”” she main- 
tains, are unique; there are no 
others “in which justness of 
thought seems more plainly a 
vocation.”’ She says in her calm, 
clear way what Ford Madox 
Ford asserted as a ceneral truth 
10 years ago: that ‘‘feom the 
days of Noah to Brigham Young 
the ethical and religions and 
ethico-relicious necessities of 
mankind have always remained 
the same.” 

The ethical experience lives 
oniy in the acta that embody it, 
Miss Respaloff says, near the end 
of her book. And if poetry did 
not bear witness to this experi- 
ence, what then? The Bible, 
Nietzeche, Blake, Kierkegaard, 
Pascal—they and all others who 
would communicate the truth of 
the ethical experience muat rely 
on the language of poetry, on 
aphoriem and paradox, as

Ar backdrop painted in 

garish colors, three hand- 
some but not overly bright young 
doctors of the Gadzooxs school 
prance about like marionettes 
for 500 pages in this somewhat 
historical but largely romantic 
novel.

Peter Burnham and Asa Peabody

The publisher's blurb tells of 
the author's “‘fascinating details 
of primitive Eighteenth Century 
medical cures and surgical meth- 
ods.’" And there’s page after 
page full of putrid stenches, 
spurting blood and quivering 
limbs. It would be better to 
substitute “revolting details’’ for 
“fascinating details.’ Blood is 
shed in fights on sea, on land, 
in bars, in lordly settings and 
in sordid alleva, 

There's a hanging: ‘“‘A burly 
figure revolving slowly at the 
end of the rope, twisting, buck- 
ing in powerful but futile con- 
tortions which endured for near- 
ly five minutes.”” There's a 
slam-bang sea fight: “Like a 
vision seen by lightning Peter 
beheld the Prescott boy = still 
standing: but his head was not 
there. Gushing fountains of 
blood spouted upwards, then the 
slight figure collapsed like a 
wet rope.” There's operation aft- 
er operation, as might be imag- 
ined with three young doctors 
as colonial Rover Boys. The sis- 
sies who feared the doctors were 
a little too rough on them either 
screeched “until one of the walk- 
ing wounded snatched up a 
caulking mallet and cracked him 
on top of the head” or until 
someone grabbed up a  bung- 
starter and ‘“‘brought it down 
hard atop the patient’s skull.’’ . 

What might be called the bed- 
room side of the novel interrupts 
the blood bath from time to time 
in suitably florid and melodra- 
matic | manner, - The Sectors } paaee 
conduit of their conscience. The 
“Tliad’’ Miss Bespaloff sees as a 
supreme instrument, with the 
Bible, of ‘‘telling the truth, pro- 
claiming the just, of seeking God 
and honoring man.”

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Irish Love 
THE COMMON CHORD, by Frank 
O'Connor. {Alfred A. Knopf, New 
York, $7.75.) 
EADERS who have not 
R rena come across Frank 
O'Connor's work in The New 
Yorker or elsewhere, will find 
“The Common Chord” an azgree- 
able discovery. The volume is a 
collection of short pieces on vil- 
lage life in Ireland. Perfectly 
parochial in Irish color and de- 
tail, the stories disclose sharp 
insights into the experience of 
men and women everywhere. 
All the stories are concerned 
with the absurdity, the tender- 
ness and the tragedy that seem 
pretty generally to get mixed up 
with what, on the face,of it, ought 
io be the sweet simplicity of 
sex. With detached objectivity, 
O’Connor faithfully records what 
happens to people and what they 
do and feel under the obscure 
compulsions of happiness, unhap- 


al- 


piness, love and desire. 

From the first tentative ex- 
periences of boys and. girls to 
the full-blown complexities of 
love among the maturely mar- 
ried, the adept philandering, the 
frustrated and the lonely, O’'Con- 
nor weaves into his stories most 
of the colors and the contrasts 
that make up the patchwork of 
love in human experience. We 
see his rural Irish men and 
women intimately and simply, in 
their kitchens, in shops, bed- 
rooms and confessionals. 

The reader accepts it as al- 
together in the nature of things 
that most of these love stories 
should deal with unhappiness 
and disappointment — that al- 
most no one gets out of love the 
simple, perfect thing he seeks. 
There is excellently dry and so- 
ber comedy in incongruity be- 
tween the desire of these lives 
and the reality of their exist- 
ence day-to-day. 

It is a comedy of recognition. 
There are probably few men who 
have not at some tifie—though 
with much less provocation than 
poor Charlie Cashman whose 
Polly was a real problem—re- 
flected with him, ‘‘Quite clearly 
Italian women must be differ- 
ent.” There must be lots of 
women who on some desperate 
occasion would not reject Polly’s 
expedient to feel better about 
her husband by trying to imagine 
him like a “fellow in the pic- 
tures,"’ 

Italy and Rudolph Valentino 
are distant visions, but they are 
also present motives in mixing 
up our lives. It is the mix-ups 
with which “The Common 
Chord” deals with great «skill 
and effective charm. 

At the end of the book, one 
feels rather like the priest in one 
of the stories of whom it is 
said, “One of these days he'd 
give up hearing confessions a)lto- 
gether on the ground that there 
was no such thing as sin, and 
that even if there was, it didn’t 
matter.” Witty, mocking, objec- 
tive, O’Connor saves his book 
from being merely true and 
clever by an omnipresent warm 
suggestion that there is such a 
thing as happiness. And that 
it does matter.

The Jew and 
His Position 
In U:S. Society 


THE FUTURE OF THE AMERICAN 
JEW, by Mordecai Kaplan. (Mac- 
millan Company. 57! pgqs., $6.00.) 


HE Jew in a Christian so- 
T clety such as ours dwells on 

an island in an inland lake. 
He is connected with the main- 
land by bridges of language and 
economics but the waters of a 
separate faith (troubled by the 
hostility of the Christian commu- 
nity) preserve his insularity, Dis- 
persed centuries ago from his 
homeland he still dreams of re- 
turn, but the glamour of accept- 
ance on the mainland beckons 
him towards integration and as- 
similation. Often he accepts the 
invitation, as in Germany, and 
then a storm in the form of a 
Hitler arises, isolating him 
mainland society with his bridges 
back to the island crumbled from 
disuse. 

Dr. Mordecai Kaplan is the 
ideal person to write for the Jew 
and the Christian the fundamen- 
tal meaning of the Jew to him- 
self and to the community as a 
whole. He has studied at our 
best universities, and has lec- 
tured in Religious Edueation at 
Teachers College. He has been 
a Rabbi for 45 years and Dean 
of the Jewish Theological Sem- 
inary since 1931. He has lee- 
tured at the Hebrew University 
in Jerusalem. Hie has written 
several good books on Judaism 
in modern society.

He views the role of the Jew 
as neither complete assimilation 
nor negative isolation. He read- 
ily sees the point in a Jewish 
homeland in Palestine and urges 


-active support for it (as against 


various Jewish groups who con- 
sider it an alien supra-national- 
ist influence). Yet he considers 
that the Jew in America. has yet 
another problem, that of inte- 
grating himself into society (not 
assimilating) and of convincing 
society that its funetion is not 
to be unanimous but rather to 
be unified. Dr. Kaplan is hon- 
est (and risks denunciation from 
his own people) in ealling for 
Jews to abandon the outworn 
shibboleth of the ‘‘chosen people” 
idea. He is just as emphatic in 
advising Christians to side with 
the group of ministera who re- 
cently publicly proclaimed: ‘‘We 
deplore the long record. of 
wrongs ,.., Jewish people have 
suffered ... often from those 
who professed the  Chriatian 
faith, and who yet have heen

postpones. The biologist will 
ungenerously inquire whether 
this is not because the hard facts 
of evolution just cannot be bent 
to fit the theory. 

With a tinge of airy mysti- 
cism, Whyte informs us that in 
our next development we shall 
partly reattain the happy whole- 
ness, the integration of primitive 
predualistic man. But was prim- 
itive man really integrated? Ac- 
tually, nobody knows. 

Concerning the wave of the 
future, we learn that power will 
pass from those who have money 
to those who know how to facili- 
tate the world-trend—a trend, 
presumably, toward symmetry. 
But who those people are and 
what that symmetry will consist 
of is simply not explained. 

The evidence for a single un- 
derlying universal process is not 
forthcoming. Even if one can 
describe all nature in terms of 
drifts toward symmetry, this 
does not necessarily imply the 
identity of all process, It may 
only imply the defectiveness of 
human speech which denotes 
with the same words events 
which look alike but aren't ac- 
tually the same. 

So much of what Whyte says 
is true and exciting that he will 
justly have many readers and 
many friends. But until he ex- 
plains himself more clearly, the 
two central questions remain un- 
answered. What is the next de- 
velopment in man? What 
the underlying process?

“Hollywood on Trial” 
Study. in in Un-Americanism 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN

HE 10 Hollywood writers 
T who were indicted for con- 

tempt of Congress after re- 
fusing to disclose their political 
affiliations in testimony before 
the Committee on Un-American 
Activities, are the embattled 
heroes of a book by Gordon 
Kahn entitled ‘“‘Hollywood on 
Trial” (Boni and Gaer). Mr. 
Kahn is not a temperate pleader. 
He is indignant and shows it 
plainly but the exact basis of 
his indignation is not so clear. 
It is hard to tell whether he 
is defending the right to be a 
Communist or the right to be 
protected against false accusa- 
tion of Communism. 

His book, however, is not com- 
promised by his lack of objec-- 
tivity. It has a special value be- 
cause it is a fairly complete sum- 
mary of the committee proceed- 
ings against the Hollywood writ- 
ers including verbatim records of 
questions and answers and the 
written statements that the con- 
victed writers were not permit- 
ted to read. The voluminous na- 
ture of this data makes it eri- 
dent, more than ever that J. 
Parnell Thomas and his fellow 
inquisitors were guilty, them- 
selves, of a vicious un-Ameri- 
can procedure. 

The function of a congression- 
al investigating committee should 
he related somehow to the 
process of legislation. Supposedly 
the Thomas committee was in- 
vestigating Communism in Hol- 
lywood to determine whether il- 
legal activities were being car- 
ried on or whether certain 
practices were so dangerous to 
the welfare of the nation that 
they should be declared illegal. 
In other words they were seek- 
ing information which, when as- 


guilty of acts utterly alien to 
Christian teaching and spirit.’’ 

The author, writing in a lan- 
guage and an idiom all can un- 
derstand, tells the Jew that he 
must keep the tenets of his faith 
and his faith in God, but must 
be prepared to reform where he 
is out of step.

: HEN examined in the light

gether futile. Moreover its futil- 
ity should have been evident at 
the start for if the 10 writers 
hac been as pliant as wax and 
had admitted Communist mem- 
bership nothing would have been 
accomplished. There are plenty 
of known Communists in the 
United States. ft was not neces- 
sary to establish the existence of 
°10 others in order to proceed 
against the party if that waa the 
intention. 

It seems more likely, as 
charged by Robert W. Kenny, 
counsel for the Hollywood writ- 
ers, that it was “attempting to 
control the content of motion 
pictures in such a way as to ex- 
act national conformity to the 
views of the committee.”’ More- 
over, the committee, by its be- 
havior, gave pertinence to the 
belief that it would not hesitate 
to use its power to discredit any 
and al) political opponents. 

What was dangerous and 
shocking about Its procedure 
was certainly not that it struek 
another _ blow against interna- 


tional Communism. As a mat- 
ter of fact it struck no blow at 
all, It produced not the sfight- 
est evidence to show that sub- 
versive ideas were being written 
into motion pictures. Ang sea- 
soned movie-goer could have told 


Mr. Thomas that the distinguis'- 
ing quality of Hollywood moviés 
is that they move in a vacuum 
of ideas. All that the commit- 
tee did was to destroy the live- 
lihood of 10 men who—even if 
they were Communists—were not 
guilty of any illegal act up 
te the time they were hauled up 
for investigation. And in doing 
that the committee established 
a precedent which, conceivably 
could be turned against anybody 
whose ideas were unpopular, at 
the moment, or could be made 
to seem so by innuendo and 
association. 

. . + a 

VEN if the committee’s mo- 
E tives were unassailable its 

methods as revealed by the 
record, would still have dishon- 
ored every conception of fair 
dealing. Accused persons were 
not allowed to state their cases, 
counsel was not permitted to 
question witnesses, publicity 
seekers were permitted to air urn- 
supported charges without dan- 
ger of prosecution for libel. 

It is understood that a con- 
gressional committee cannot be 
held to a strict court procedure. 
But the least that should be re- 
quired is that it should state a 
specific purpose, and show that 
the information being sought has 
a probable relevancy to that pur- 
pose with the end in view of 
prosecuting illegal acts or d¥aft- 
ing new legislation. 

Such is the moral of MF. 
Kahn's book whatever its inten- 
tion. It may be that the 10 men, 
whom he invests with the robes 
of martyrs, are victims of poison- 
ous ideas and would propagate 
such ideas if given the chance. 
These suspicions, if true, are of 
negligible importance in the cir- 
cumstances, The methods chosen 
for liquidating these writers 
could also liquidate the Bill of 
Rights.

ILS Beams Misread or Distorted 


In Airline Crash at Shannon?| 


Two Theories: Either Pilot Was Confused by 
Three-Marker System in Europe or Auto 
on Ground Bent the Signal.

WASHINGTON, April 17 — The 
possibility that the pilot of the 
Pan American World Airways air- 
liner, which crashed Thursday at 
Shannon, Eire, killing 30 persons, 
may have misinterpreted radio 
signals which were guiding the 
plane to an Instrument landing 
is being investigated by the Civil 
Aeronautics Board. 

Another possibility, deemed less 
likely, is that the signals them- 
- selves may have been distorted, 
leading the pilot to believe he was 
putting the plane down on the run- 


way. 

Instead, it hit a three-foot high 
stone wall, a half-mile short of 
the runway, skidded on its belly 
and burst into flames. 

The landing was being attempt- 
ed. under unfavorable weather 
conditions. There was a 400-foot 
ceiling, and visibility of two or 
three miles. This called for an 
ILS—Instrument Landing System 
—procedure in getting the plane 
on the ground. 

How ILS Beams Work. 

ILS provides two radio-electronic 

Sv into an airport. One, 

as the localizer, is a verti- 
cal electronic plane, extending 
down the center of the runway 
and beyond it through the ap- 
proach zone. The other, known as 
the glide path, is a horizonta} elec- 
tronic plane, inclined to lead down 
to.the runway.

At 
Shannon there is an outer marker, 
an intermediate marker, and an 
inner marker, The crash occurred 
soon after the plane had passed 
over the intermediate marker. 

This suggested to CAB investi- 
gators the possibility that the pliot 
may have interpreted the signal 
from the intermediate marker as 
meaning it was time for hig final 
letdown. If this was the case, 
then the pilot either did not know 
of the third or inner marker at 
Shannon or, having in mind the 
two-marker system used in the 
United States, he momentarily 
forgot there were three at Shan- 
non. 

The pilot, who was among those 
killed, was Frank C. Jakel, a vet- 
eran of 6200 hours in the air. He 
had been with Pan American since 
1941 and had flown over most of 
his company’s routes in South and 
North America, Europe and the 
Far East, 

Alternative Possibility, 

The alternative possibility being 
investigated is that the ILS sig- 
nals may have been distorted by 
a passing truck or motor car on 
the ground. Such distortion does 
occur because of interference set 
up by automobile generators, The 
effect is to bend, or as the 
electronic planes of the ILS sig- 
nals.

Cn Van Fleet Like Football Coach 


Spurring Greeks 


American Commander on 
Inspection Trip Disap- 
pointed Over Failure to 
Get to Front.

SALONIKA, Greece, April 17— 
Gen, James Van Fieet, chief of 
the American military mission in 
Greece, came up here to look over 
the slow motion civil war. With 
the shoulders of a halfback and 
the profile of a Warner Brothers 
' Juvenile, Van Fieet is pretty much 
top military man in Greece these 
days. 

We left Athens in early mor- 
ning aboard an American C-47 
transport plane, accompanied by 
Gen. Yantzis, Greek chief of staff, 
and various aides and interpreters. 
Van Fleet sat near the window 
in order to study the countryside 
below. 

He made the pilot fly low over 


@ mountain range that looked, 


like a dish of lumpy oatmeal. Guer- 
rillas were hiding on top of the 
lumps. 

The General made notes on his 
map and said it was easy to see 
what a sweaty task the Greek 
soldier has. Guerrillas holed up in 
the mountains can bean advanc- 
ing Greek soldiers with rocks and 
the very usable weapons the Yu- 
gosiavs gave them for Christmas. 

Tank Goes Ahead. 

At Salonika we were loaded into 
a emall convoy of trucks, A tank 
and a mine sweeper pushed ahead 
and a few truckloads of shabby 
soldiers brought up the rear. 

We bumped over pimply roads 
for hours, passing signal towers 
built by Alexander the Great when 
he sat firmly on this part of the 
world. 

Soon we neared the Kroussia 
Tange, where a confusing battle, 
sparked Van Fleet's planning 
board, had been going on for a 
week.- The General was deter- 
mined to push up to the front 
shooting line. 

On top a hill the local Greek 
combat commander had pitched 
his headquarters tents. Troops 
had scraped themselves some pro- 
tective mud and peered down be- 
hind bren and sten guns. The 
outpost was circled with barbed 
wire. Scores of empty cans were 
strung to the wire. Anybody, even 
a cat. rubbing the wire at night 
a rattle a can and promptly 

ie. 

Mounts Highest Ridge. 

Escorted by Gen. Yantzis and 
local brass, Van Fieet mounted 
the highest ridge and, as Greeks 
waved maps, shouted and pointed, 
looked over the countryside. 

“Last night.” said the com- 
manding officer, “they escaped

‘They Moved at Night.’ 


Just then up puffed Lt. Col, Silas 
Ben Dishman of Williamsburg, 
Ky., the American officer attached 
to this particular combat unit. 

“Are they really slugging, Col- 
onel?” asked the General. 

“They moved at night,” said Col. 
Dishman significantly. : 

This made Van Fieet happy. It 
is just what he’s been trying to 
get the Greeks to do. Moving 
hem at night is quite an accomp- 
Jishment. They have no great de- 
sire to poke around mountain 
crags after dark. If a man slips 
behind, a strong mutinous moun- 
taineer might light on his back 
and finger his throat with a knife. 

The General climbed back into 
his jeep and we returned to Salo- 
nika. ' There he went over the en- 
tire area situation with Gen. Yant- 
zis and the commanding officers. 

Until the early hours he was 


subjected to rounds of toasts and 
speeches and Greek dishes swim- 
ming in oil. Gen. Van Fleet brave- 
ly and diplomatically .ate every- 
thing set before him and responded 
to all toasts with this statement— 
which he really believes: 

“Your Greek G.I. is a good boy. 
Keep him moving. Let us get this

HEN Gus Barbush, the man 

who last month bought—lock, 

stock and barrel—the town of 
Langeloth, Pa. arrived in the 
United States in 1912, he was just 
another Greek immigrant. He had 
seven bucks in his pocket, a lot 
of hope in his heart and an amaz- 
ing English vocabulary that cob- 
sisted of only two words, “geeme 
kees.” 

Today Gus blushes a little when 
he thinks of how he went around 
in those early days asking men 
and women indiscriminately to 
give him a kiss. 

But he makes no apologies for 
his almost fanatica] devotion to 
America, the land that let him 
realize the great hope he had in 
his heart and helped him to pros- 
per to the point where in 36 years 
he could buy a whole town, com- 
plete with 261 houses, waterworks, 
sewer system, church, school, park 
and postoffice. 

“In what other country in thees 
world could it happen?” Gus asks 
when he/ talks about his town. 
And then he answers himself, “I 
tell you, it could only happen in 
thees free country where men who 
work hard and work honest can 
do things they want to.” 

Gus still struggles mightily with 
the English language. But he had 
no struggle at all borrowing $200,- 
000 from a Pennsylvanja bank to 
add to his own substantial capital 
or persuading the American Metal 
Co, Ltd., which owned the town of 
Langeloth, that he was the right 
man to take over the community. 

As Gus puts it simply and with 
considerable delight when he 
talks of the negotiations, reported 
as involving a half million dollars, 
before Langeloth became his: 
“The bank she lend me the 
money and the company they just 
say, ‘Gus he know Langeloth, 
Gus he love Langeloth. We better 
sell town to Gus.’” 

Gus RBarbush had lived and 
worked in Langeloth for 30 years 
when he heard last January that 
the plant of the American Zine 
and Chemical, a subsidiary of 
American Metal, was to be closed 
on April 15. 

Gus knew every man and every 
woman and every kid of the some 
1500 people who lived in Lange- 
loth. He knew also that with the 
chemical plant closed, American 
Metal would have no further in- 
terest in maintaining the commu- 
nity. Gus visioned Langeloth be- 
coming a ghost town. He visioned 
it being sold to hard-hearted real 
estate operators. 

“I think of everything those 
nights,” Gus-told this reporter. 
“IT give myself hard time. Then it 
come to me. I say, ‘Gus, you buy 
thees town’ and then I say ‘Gus 
you crazy.’ But the more I think 
of it the more I say ‘Gus you buy 
thees town.’” 

Before Gus took on the debt of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in buying Langeloth, he was a 
man without a worry. He owned 
the general store in the town; he 
owned a big restaurant; and he 
owned a gas station and a hotel 
in neighboring Burgettstown. 

He had earned them all through 
years of hard work, thrift and 
wise investments. He had money 
in the bank and he had friends. 
He sometimes even thought of re- 
tiring. 

But when he saw his town in 
trouble Gus gave up all ideas of 
taking his ease, told himself that 
at 49 he was too young a man to 
sit down, and with the same de- 
termination he had put into the 
various business enterprises he 
had run over the years, he went 


“to work. 


Now that the Langeloth be- 
longs to Gus, he is singularly un- 
impressed with the fact that the 
Citizens National Bank of Wash- 
ington, Pa., made him the largest 
loan in its history or with the 
fact that the American Metal Co. 
not only loaned him additional 
money but turned down five 
higher bidders for the community 
because they thought Gus Bar- 


bush would do the best job of 
running the town for its old in- 


habitants. What really impresses 
Gus is the fact that he had lunch 
with the vice president of the 
company. 

“He even,” beams Gus, “bought 
me a drink.” ! ; 

When Gus Barbush came to the 
United States in 1912 from the 
isle of Crete, he had intended to 
stay a short while on a visit to 
his uncle who lived in Burgetts- 
town. But Gus fell in love with 
the country, so at 13 he went to 
work in his uncle’s restaurant. 
Because Gus could speak no Eng- 
lish, except his “geeme kees,” he 
drew the meanest jobs, washing 
dishes, mopping up, emptying the 
garbage. 

On the isle of Crete, Gus’s father 
had been a successful livestock 
dealer. At the end of five or six 
months of dishwashing in the res- 
taurant, Gus began to get ideas 
of following his father’s way of 
making a living. Se he started 
buying chickens and calves and 
lambs with his savings from 
neighboring farmers around Bur- 
gettstown, slaughtering the ani- 
mals and selling them at a profit. 
But Gus realized something was 
wrong. He wasn’t cutting meat as 
jit was.cut it America: So he went 
to Cleveland and took a job for 
little or nothing in a butcher shop 
to learn the American way of 
meat cutting. 
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ITH this little learning he re- 
W turned to Burgettstown and 

started his own butcher shop. 
He bought a small truck and, little 
by little, enlarged his business 
until he was making a comfort- 
able living. 

“By 1917, there was only me and 
three other people around the place 
what have automobiles,” Gus yard- 
sticks his progress. “But I not 
satisfied, I quit my business and 
put in with another man in a gen- 
eral store. We do fine. One month 
we split $4300, but then his wife 
she make trouble, so I quit. I 
just say, you excuse, me, I not 
feel well, I must go. You give me 
two thousand dollars and you take 
the business.” 

By this time, Gus had already 
heard about the stock market and 
had taken some gains and some 
losses. But he had aJso made oth- 
er investments. He owned a coun- 
try hotel of 10 or 12 rooms in 
Burgettstown but he says he could 
not sit around and wait for some- 
body to come and hand him two 
dollars just for a place to sleep. 
So he hired someone to manage 
his hotel and he went to work for 
the Langeloth Supply Co. 

The Langeloth Supply Co., was 
the company-owned general store 
that served the people of the com- 
munity of Langeloth. Here Gus 
soon began to make friends and 
it,was not long before he trans- 
ferred his residence from Burg- 
ettstown to the little town he now 
owns. 

At a starting wage of $45 a 
week, he was able to save a little 
money to add to his already good- 
size nestegg; then he got a gen- 
erous raise and a percentage of 
the profits the company set aside 
each month for the operation of 
the store. In 1928 he was made 
atore manager. 

Then in 1931 there came a 
strike at the chemical plant. 
Among other complaints of the 
strikers was that American Zine 
and Chemical was operating the 
store at too high a profit. Gus 
says this was not so, but to avoid 
trouble the company sold the store 
to Gus, a move that satisfied 
everybody concerned, including 
the complaining strikers. 

“It was like When I buy thees 
town,” Gus shakes his head. “The 
company I phone in New York 
when I hear they sell the store 
and I say I buy store and they 
say if Gus wants store we give 
it to him.” 

When the inventory of the store 
was taken it came to $22,000. The 
company sold out to Gus for sixty 
cents on the dollar and with his 
own money and $10,000 borrowed 
from the bank. Gus went into 
his first big business venture. 
In no time at all he was doing

ful in its beauty than our own Missouri,

@ COMING HOME WE TURNED ASIDE to follow the by- 
ways, a5 is often our custom, To the west of Duquoin we 
entered a wilderness which looked as if it might have been the 
bombing range for a huge air force. It wag the strip-mining 
country, where coal is mined by monatrous shovels -from a 
depth of perhaps 40 feet, The surface dirt is piled to*each side 
in miniature mountain ranges more desolate and bare than any 

Then out of the desolation there suddenly appeared a young 
Pine forest, growing sturdily on these bad lands, with a bright 
green cover on the hills which closer examination showed to 
be a healthy crop of sweet clover. Now, instead of pits, the de- 
pressions were filled with clear blue water to make small lakes. 
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Here was a job of land-building worth knowing 
about. When I climbed out of the car to get a picture, a 
pair of brown thrushes slipped off through the pine 
trees. A Bob-white whistled cheerily from the clover 
and cardinals were singing. Here was evidence, all too 
seldom seen, that someone was shouldering a responsi- 
bility for the benefit of future generations. And rather 
oddly, we found that this someone was a friend of ours; 
for this was land of the United Electric Coal Company, 
headed by Larry Sherrill who is also president of the 
St. Louls chapter of Friends of the Land. 
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@ WE CROSSED THE RIVER AT CHESTER and drove 
across fertile bottom lands and up through the “river breaks” 
te St. Mary's, a quaint river town which today is set several 
miles back from the Mississippi; then on to Ste. Genevieve. 
The sun had broken through, after a morning of showers, and 
I hoped to make color photographs of this most picturesque 
of Missouri communities, But by the time we'd had lunch 
at the Audubon Hotel a heavy cloud bank had shut off the 
sunlight—so that is a trip we'll have to make again. 

We pushed on for home across Highway 32 to Farmington— 
and anyone making the trip to Ste. Genevieve will be well 
repaid to go home over this route. The road follows high 
ground through pleasant farming country with broad fields of 
brilliant green alfalfa and grain, Stretches of pine forest are 
frequent—and small towns are set into distant hillsides, watched 
over by the tall spires of their churches, Coming into Farming- 
ton, one sees the purple panorama of the high St. Francois 
range spread out before him—and this, for us, Means we are 
nearing the end of another journey. 
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@ COMING AGAIN INTO THE HILLS we noticed one kind 
of tree, thinly scattered through the forest in the rockiest ter- 
rain, with a bright red blossom, It puzzled us. From a distance, 
the bark looked like a hard maple. Finally I saw one close to 
the road and got out to examine it. Sure enough, the flowerlet 
wag the small winged seed of the red maple, close cousin of 
the sugar or rock maple, although this is the first season we've 
found it blooming in such profusion. 

Most of the hard maples prefer a fairly deep soil and do 
well along the limestone bluffs—but the red maple seems to be 
at its best where the granite thrusts its way up through the 
rocky soil. From our observation, the hard maples do not 
reproduce well when the jimber is burned over each year and 
aubjected to hard grazing. This is a pity, for it is one of our 
most useful hardwood species, 
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@ THIS MORNING WE HEADED OVER to the big pond, to 
eet out the aquatic plantings we'd ordered from the Conserva- 
tion Commission. As we came down across the slope, two long 
necks poked themselves up from the tall grass at the pond’s 
edge. A moment later, two big birds went sailing out over the 
water, with 15 blue-winged teal following them. The small 
ducks were wary and took wing, circling a dozen times before 
coming to rest again, then finally heading out to land on @ 
sheltered stretch of the creek. : 

Sut the big birds stayed, so we hurried home and came 
back with the binoculars, for we wanted to identify them. This 
time they were feeding out in the wheat-field beside the pond— 
leoking up as we approached and waddling away a few feet 
every time we moved toward them. But they didn’t seem par- 
ticularly shy and, by using a small cedar tree for Cover, we 
came within perhaps 40 yards of them, 


ee gee 
Now we were able to identify them without difficulty 
as a pair of blue geese, smaller cousins of the Canadas. 
These geese winter together in Louisiana, nest on the 
Arctic islands north of the American continent and pass 
through northwest Missouri in great flocks on the spring 
migration, so these must be stragglers. 
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@ AS WE HEADED BACK FOR THE CAR, Mike pointed 
@ fine covey of quail—a picture-point if I ever saw one. Mean- 
‘while, Chipper worked across the marshy ground with her tail 
waggink merrily all the way up to her ears. Nor were her 
efforts unrewarded, for she bounced out a half-dozen jacksnipe— 
‘which zig-cagged away with surprised whistles—and then routed 
eut a woodcock, for good measure. Late in the evening Mama 
and I headed out along the bluff to see what new wildflowers 
were in bloom. There was no sunset—and over across the valley, 
the pond lay dark under the threatening sky. 

Suddenly I saw the surface broken by a wide V, as though 
a battleship had left her moorings on a calm day. We quickly 
focussed the glasses—and there were our teal—more than 20 of 
them, now, maneuvering like a small flotilla of ships. All 
around us were the blossoms of spring—hepatica and Dutch- 
man’s breeches, trilllum and anemone, The poet Housman put 
it well, when he wrote of his twentieth year, “And since to 
look at things in bloom, 50 springs are little room, about the 
woodland I will go, to see the cherry hung with snow.”

Moments of Beauty in Circus Scenes 
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NEW YORK, April 17 
ELEVISION, the upstart of the 
entertainment world, clashed 
headlong with the ancient the- 

atrical culture of the circus the 
other night when C.B.S. televised, 
from start to finish, the opening 
performance of Ringling Brothers 
and Barnum & Bailey Circus from 
Madison Square Garden, 

Technically, of course, the two 
media were collaborating, not 
competing. But only technically. 
An undercurrent of mutual antag- 
onism ran through the entire pro- 
ceedings, the ancient splendors of 
the one trying to outshine the 
dazzling electronic wonders of the 
other. Let’s call it a draw. 

The home audience was deprived 
of many elements provided the on- 
the-scene spectator, but there were 
many, Many compensations. We 
at home didn’t get the panoramic 
@weep, the wonderful smells, the 
cotton candy and, above all, the 
magnificent color with which the 
circus, I’m told, is drenched, 


x * * 

On the other hand, the ring- 
siders didn’t get nearly as satis- 
fying a view of, let us say, Unus 
standing on one finger on a ball, 
Judging by its reaction, the 
crowd appeared to think Unus 
was standing on one hand, no 
easy feat byt nothing compared 
to his one-finger performance, 
which the television cameras 
brought right into the room. 
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HOWE THE cameras, 
fired by all these death-defying 
feats, insisted stubbornly and irri- 
tatingly on showing their own vir- 
tuosity. They brought us, for ex- 
ample, the shape and texture of 
the spangles on one girl’s dress. 
The girl at the time was hanging 
with one hand from a rope 50 feet 
in the air and, while the spangles 
were interesting in their way, the 
meat of the situation was the dis- 
tance between the girl and the 
ground, not the details of the girl's 
wardrobe. This sort of hostility 
was evident throughout the broad- 
cast, 

It seriously strained the rela- 
tions between the announcer, Gil 
Fates, staff producer at C.B.S., 
and the show. Fates described the 
scene with a mixture of frustra- 
tion and irritation. The circus, 
after’ all, is a spectacle in which 
words are largely superfluous. 
This left Fates stuffed to the 
overflow point with words with 
nothing in particular to vent them 
on. “They’re swinging... swing- 
ing,” he declared concerning some 
aerialists whom the cameras 
showed perfectly clearly doing 


just that. “They’re tumbling in 
the center ring,” he'd say. Obvi- 
ously, they weren’t basket-weav- 


ing. 
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OCCASIONALLY open defiance 
—the inferiority complex of a 
young, untried art confronted by 
an old, well established one—crept 
into his voice. “Francis Brunn,” 
intoned the circus loudspeaker, 
“greatest juggler of all time. 
Greater than the Great Rastelli.” 

“That's all very well if you know 
who the Great Rastelli is,” mut- 
tered Mr. Fates. “I don’t happen 
to.” 

To get back into television's 
corner a moment, the cameras 
brought us one superb bit of 
drama lost to the Madison Square 
Garden audience, the case of the 
Alzanas family. This requires 
some explanation. Harold Al- 
zanas, his wife and sister perform 
a blood-curdling high wire act 50 
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spotted one of her performances, 
and a Hollywood contract fol- 
lowed, 

Shelley's disillusioning experi- 
ence sitting out a full year at 
Columbia studios is typical of 
what can, and very often does, 
happen to a young actress who 
helieves her goal finally attained. 
She had one role in a cheap west- 
ern. Rest of the time was devoted 
to publicity stills and a briefly 
exciting little flurry. 

One day they dyed her hair red 
and said she was to become “an- 
other Rita Hayworth.” That was 
when Rita was acting up, and 
they hurried Shelley out front as 
a “threat.” But Rita became doc- 
ile, and Shelley went back to 
being unnoticed.

O the student of American So- 
ciety the year 1849 will always 
remain a red-letter one., In 
that year two events occurred at 
opposite ends of the country, both 
of which, in their own way, made 
social history. At one end, in 
Sutter’s Creek, Calif. gold was 
discovered. At the other, in Bos- 
ton, Mass., Dr. George Parkman 
walked off the face of the earth. 
The discovery of gold ushered 
in a new social] era. It marked 
the first great rise of the west- 
ern nouveau riche, the beginning 
of that wonderful time when a 
gentleman arriving in San Fran- 
cisco and offering a boy 50 cents 
to carry his suitcase would receive 
the reply, “Here’s a dollar, man 
—carry it yourself,” and when a 
poor Irish prospector suddenly 
striking it rich in a vein near Cen- 
tral City, Colo., could fling down 
his pick and exclaim, “Thank God, 
now my wife can be a lady”! 


Dr, Parkman’s little walk did 
no such thing as this. It must 
be remembered, however, that it 
occurred some 3000 miles away. 
Boston is not Sutter’s Creck or 
Central City or even San Fran- 
cisco. There has never been a 
“new” social era in the Western 
sense in Boston’s rock-ribbed so- 
ciety, and it remains very doubt- 
ful if there ever will be one. The 
best that could be expected of any 
one even in Boston would be to 
shake up the old. Dr. Parkman’s 
walk did this; it shook Boston 
society to the very bottom of its 
first family foundations. 


The date was Friday November 
23d. It was warm for a Boston 
November. Dr. Parkman needed 
no overcoat as he left his Beacon 
Hill home at 8 Walnut street, He 
wore a black morning coat, pur- 
ple silk vest, dark trousers, a 
dark figured tie and a black silk 
top hat. He had breakfasted as 
usual, and he left his home to 
head downtown toward the Mer- 
chants Bank on State street. Dr. 
Parkman was quite a figure as 
he moved along. His high hat and 
angular physique made him seem 
far taller than his actual five feet 
nine and a half inches. He was 
60 years old and his head was al- 
most bald, but his hat hid this fact 
also. To all appearances he was 
remarkably well-preserved, his 
most striking feature being a con- 
spicuously protruding chin. His 
lower jaw jutted out so far it had

teeth for him a very difficult job. 
The dentist who had had that job 
had never forgotten it. He had 
even kept the mold to prove to 
people that he, little Dr. Nathan 
Keep, had made the teeth of. the 
great Dr. George Parkman. 


Although he had studied to be 


-a physician; and received his de- 


gree, Dr. Parkman had rarely 
practiced medicine. He was a 
merchant at heart, one of Bos- 
ton’s wealthiest men, and he spent 
his time in the Boston manner, 
keeping sharp account of his 
money—and a sharp eye on his 
debtors. He had many of the 
traits of character peculiar to the 
Proper Bostonian breed. He was 
shrewd and hard, but he was Bos- 


ton-honest, Boston-direct and Bos- 
ton-dependable. Like so many 
other First Family men before his 
time and after Dr. Parkman was 
not popular but he was highly re- 
spected. It was hard to like a 
man like Dr, Parkman because his 
manners were curt and he had a 
way of glaring at people that 
made them uncomfortable. With- 
out liking him, however, it was 
possible to look up to him. Peo- 
ple knew him as a great philan- 
thropist and it was said he had 
given away a hundred thousand 
dollars in his time. 

Children in the Boston streets 
pointed out Dr. Parkman to other 
children. “There goes Dr. Park- 
‘man,” they would say. People al- 
ways seemed to point him out 
atter he had passed them. There 
was no use speaking to Dr. Park- 
man before he went by. If you 
weren't his friend, Dr. George 
Shattuck, or his brother-in-law, 
Robert Gould Shaw, Esq., or a 
Cabot or a Lowell, or perhaps a 
man who owed him money—and 
then, as someone said, God help 
you--the doctor would ignore 
you. 

On the morning of that Friday, 
Nov. 23rd, Dr. Parkman was hur- 
rying. Dr. Parkman always hur- 
ried. Once when riding a_ horse 
up Beacon Hill and unable to 
speed the animal to his satisfac- 
tion, he had left the horse in the 
middle of the street and hurried 
ahead on foot. On that occasion 
he had been after money, a mat- 
ter of debt collection. 
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HIS morning, too, Dr. Parkman 
was after money. He left the 
Merchants Bank and after 
making several other calls dropped 
into a grocery: store at the cor- 
ner of Blossom and Vine streets. 
Thisestop was ‘to buy a head of 
lettuce for his invalid sister. He 
left it in the store and said he 
would return for it on his way 
home. The time was half past one 
and Dr. Parkman presumably in- 
tended to be home at 2:30, then 
the fashionable hour for one’s 
midday meal. Ten minutes later, 
at 1:40, Elias Fuller, a merchant 
standing outside his 
room at the corner of Vine and 
North Grove atreets, observed Dr. 
Parkman passing him headed 
north on North Grove street, Ful- 
ler was later to remember that 
the doctor seemed annoyed about 
something and recalled that his 
cane beat a brisk tattoo on the 
pavement as he hurried along. ' 
At 8 Walnut street, Mrs. Park- 
man, her daughter Harriet and 
Dr. Parkman’s invalid sister sat 
down to their 2:30 dinner long 
after 3:00 o’clock. Their dinner 
was ruined but Mrs. Parkman and 
the others did not mind. They 
were worried about the master of 
the house. Dr. Parkman was not 
the sort of man who was ever 
late for anything. Right after 
dinner they got in touch with Dr. 
Parkman’s agent, Charles Kings- 
ley. Kingsley was the man who 
looked after the doctor’s business 
affairs, usually some time after 
the doctor had thoroughly looked 
after them himself. Kingsley be- 
gan to search for his employer. 
First family men of the prom- 
inence of Dr. Parkman did not 
disappear in Boston—and they do 
not today—even for an afternoon. 
By night-fall, Kingsley was ready 
to inform Robert Gould Shaw. 
Shaw, acting with the customary 
dispatch of the Proper Boston 
merchant, went at once to Bos- 
ton’s city marshal, Mr. Tukey. 
Marshal Tukey did of course what 
Shaw told him to do, which was 
to instigate an all-night search. . 
The next morning, Shaw placed 
advertisements in all the papers

and had 28,000 handbills distrib- 
uted. The advertisements and the 
handbills announced a reward of 
$3000 for his brother-in-law alive 
and $1000 for his brother-in-law 
dead. The prices, considering the 
times, were sky-high but Shaw 
knew what he was doing in Yan- 
kee Boston. Before long virtually 
every able-bodied man, woman 
and child in the city was look- 
ing for Dr. Parkman. They beat 
the bushes and they combed the 
streets. Slum areas were ran- 
sacked, All suspicious characters, 
all persons with known criminal 
records, were rounded up and held 
for questioning. 
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LL that the Parkman case now 

needed to make it a complete 

panaroma of Boston’s. First 
Family Society was the active en- 
try of Harvard College into the 
picture. This occurred on Sunday 
morning in the person of a caller 
to the home of Rev. Francis Park- 
man, the missing doctor’s brother, 
where the entire Family ,Parkman 
had gathered. The caller was a 
man named John White Webster, 
Harvard graduate and professor of 
chemistry at the Harvard Medical 
School. He was a short squat 
man, 56 years old, who had a masg 
of unruly black hair and always 
wore thick spectacles. He had had 
a most distinguished career. 

The Rev. Parkman was giad to 
see Professor Webster and ushered 
him toward the parlor expecting 
that his desire would be to offer 
sympathy to the assorted Park- 
mans there assembled, But Web- 
ster did not want to go into the 
parlor. Instead he spoke abruptly 
to the nrinister. “I have come to 
tell you,” he said, “that I saw your 
brother at half past one o’clock on 
Friday.” The minister was glad 
to have this report. Webster fur- 
ther said that, at the appointment 
shortly after 1:30 which took place 
in his laboratory at the medical 
school, he had paid Dr. Parkman 
the sum of $483.64 which he had 
owed -him. This, of course, ex- 
plained why the doctor had last 
been seen by the merchant Fuller 
in such a caré-tattooing hurry. It 
had indeed been a matter of a debt 
collection. 

When Professor Webster had 
left, Robert Gould Shaw was ad- 
vised of his visit. Shaw was inti- 
mate enough in his brother-in- 
law’s affairs to know that Webster 
had been owing Dr. Parkman 
money for some time. He did not, 


however, know the full extent of 


Webster’s misery. Few men have 
ever suffered from the retail pen- 
ury side of the proper Bostonian 
character as acutely as John Web- 
ster. 

The professor received a salary 
from Harvard of $1200 a year. 
This, augmented by income from 
extra lectures he was able to 
give, might have sufficed for the 
average Harvard professor in 
those days. But Webster was 
not the average. His wife, for 
all her connections with Boston's 
First Families, was still a social- 
ly aspirant woman, particularly 
for her two daughters of debu- 
tante age. Mrs. Webster and the 
Misses Webster entertained lav- 
ishly at their charming home in 
Cambridge. Professor Webster 
went into debt. He borrowed 
money here and he _ borrowed 
money there. But mostly he bor- 
rowed from Dr. George Parkman. 
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W than Dr. Parkman, man of 

wholesale charity? He had 
given Harvard College the very 
ground on which at that time 
stood its medical school. He had 
endowed the Parkman Chair of 
Anatomy, then being occupied by 
the great Dr. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. He had been responsible 
for Webster’s appointment as 
chemistry professor. There were 
no two ways about it: When 
Webster needed money the doc- 
tor was his obvious choice. As 
early as 1842 he had borrowed 
$400. He had then borrowed more. 
In 1847 he had borrowed from a 
group headed by Dr. Parkman 
the sum of $2000. For the latter 
he had been forced to give a 
mortgage on all his personal prop- 
erty. He knew he had iittle 
chance to pay the debt but he 
was banking on the generosity of 
the “good Dr. Parkman.” 

A year later, in 1848, he even 
went to Dr. Parkman's brother- 
in-law, the merchant Shaw, and 
prevailed upon him to buy a min- 
eral collection for $1200. This 
was most unfortunate. The miner- 
al collection, like the 
Webster’s property, in hock to 
Dr. Parkman and his group, was 
not Webster’s to sell. By so do- 
ing he had made the doctor guilty 
of that cardinal sin of Yankeeism 
—the sin of being shown up as 
an easy mark. No longer was 
there for Webster any “good Dr. 
Parkman.” “From that moment 
onward,” says author Stewart 
Holbrook, “poor Professor Web- 
ster knew what it was like to have 
a Yankee bloodhound on his trail.” 

Dr. Parkman even bearded Pro- 
fessor Webster in his den, in the 
inner recesses of the latter’s lab- 
oratory at the Medical School. He 
had been there, in the professor's 
private back room—according to 
the janitor of the building—on 
Monday evening, Nov. 19, just four 
days #efore he had disappeared. 

The janitor was a strange man, 
a small person with dark brooding 
eyes. His name was Ephraim 
Littlefield. He watched with 
growing interest the goings-on 
around him, Following Webster's 
call on Rev. Francis Parkman, 
which established the farthest 
link yet on the trail of Dr. Park- 
man’s walk, it had of course been 
necessary to search the Medical 
School. Littlefield wanted this 
done thoroughly. He led the in- 
vestigators to Webster’s labora- 
tory. Everything-was searched, all 
but the private backroom and ad- 
joining privy. One of the party of 
investigators was a police officer 
named Derastus Clapp. Littlefield 
prevailed upon this officer to go 
into the back room, but just as 
Clapp opened the door Professor 
Webster solicitously called out for 
him to be very careful. There 
were dangerous articles in there, 
he said. “Very well, then,” said 
Officer Clapp, “I will not go in

there and get blowed up.” He 
backed out again. 

The whole search was carried 
on to the satisfaction of even 
Robert Gould Shaw who, after all, 
knew at first hand the story of 
Webster's duplicity via the min- 
eral collection. And who was the 
little janitor Ephraim Littlefield 
to dispute the word of the great 
merchant Robert Shaw? As each 
day went by the theory of murder 
was becoming more and more gen- 
erally accepted, but in a Boston 
Society, eternally geared to the 
mesh of a Harvard A.B. degree, 
the idea of pinning a homicide on 
a Harvard man-—and a profes- 
sor at that—was heresy itself. One 
might as well pry for the body 
of Dr. Parkman among the prayer 
cushions of the First Family 
pews in Trinity Church. 
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B vard man.” He was a Harvard 

janitor. Furthermore he was 
stubborn. He wanted the Medical 
School searched again. When it 
was, he was once more prodding 
the investigators to greater e*- 
forts. He told them they should 
visit the cellar of the building, 
down in the section where the 
Charles River water flowed in 
and carried off waste matter from 
the dissecting rooms and privies 
above. The agent Kingsley took 
one gentlemanly sniff from the 
head of the stairs and refused to 
accompany the janitor and the 
other investigators any farther. 
The others, however, went on. As 
they passed the wall under Web- 
ster’s back room, ‘the janitor vol- 
unteered the information that it 
was now the only place in the 
building that hadn't been searched, 
Why not, the men wanted to 
know. The janitor explained that 
to get there it would be neces- 
sary to dig through the wall. The 
men kad little stomach left for 
this sort of operation and soon 
rejoined Kingsley upstairs. 


Littlefield, however, had plenty 
of stomach, He determined to dig 
into the wall himself. Whether he 
was by this time, Monday, already 
suspicious of Professor Webster 
has never been made clear. Just 
yesterday, Sunday, he had seen 
Professor Webster enter the Medi- 
cal School around noontime, appar- 
ently shortly after he had made 
his call on Rev. Francis Parkman. 
Webster had spoken to him and 
had acted “very queerly.” Come to 
think of it, Littlefield brooded, 
Sunday was a queer day for the 


UT Littlefield was not a “Har- 
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professor to be hanging around 
the school anyway. 

The janitor’s wife was a prac- 
tical woman. She thought little 
of her husband’s determination to 
search the filthy old place under 
the private rooms of the Harvard 
professor she had always regarded 
as a fine gentleman. Her husband 
would lose his job, that would be 
what would happen. Just you wait 
and’ see, Mr. Littlefield, 

+ * * 

ITTLEFIELD deferred to Mrs. 
L Littlefield and did wait—until 

Tuesday, five days after Dr. 
Parkman's disappearance. On 
Tuesday, something extrdordinary 
happened, At 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon he heard Professor Webster's 
bely jangle; a signal that the jani-, 
tor was wanted. He went to Web- 
ster’s laboratory. The professor 
asked him if he had bought his 
Thanksgiving turkey yet. Little- 
field did not know what to say. 
He replied he had thought some 
about going out Thanksgiving. 

“Here,” said Webster, “go and 
get yourself one.” With that he 
handed the janitor an order for a 
turkey at a nearby grocery store. 

Webster had here made a fatal 
error. The call he had paid on 
Rev. Francis Parkmah had been 
bad enough. It had aroused the 
searching of the Medical School 
and had brought Littlefield ac- 
tively into the case. But as Web- 
ster later admitted he had been 
afraid that sooner or later some- 
one ‘would have found out about 
his 1:30 Friday rendezvous with 
Dr. Parkman and felt that his 
best chance lay in making a clean 
breast of it. For this action in re- 
gard to the janitor’s Thanksgiving 
turkey, however, there could be 
no such defense. If he hoped to 
win the janitor over to “his side,” 
then he was a poor judge of hu- 
man nature indeed. Harvard Jan- 
itor Littlefield had worked for 
Harvard Professor John Webster 
for seven years — curiously the 
same length of time Professor 
Webster had been borrowing from 
Dr. Parkman — without ever re- 
ceiving a present of any kind, And 
now, a Thanksgiving turkey! Even 
the dormant suspicions of Mrs. 
Littlefield were thoroughly 
aroused. 

Littlefield had no chance to be- 
gin his labors Wednesday. Pro- 
fessor Webster was in his labora- 
tory for most of the day. On 
Thanksgiwing, however, while Mrs. 
Littlefield kept her eyes peeled 
for the professor or any other in- 
truder, the janitor began the task 
of crow-barring his way through 
the solid brick wall below the 
back room, It was slow work and

To that same police 
officer who had been so to 
get himself “blowed up” in Web- 
ster’s back room fell the honor 
of making the business trip so 
Cambridge and arresting the 
Harvard professor, Once bitten, 
Derastus Clapp was twice shy. 
There would be no more monkey- 
shines, Harvard or no Harvard, 
He had his cab halt seme distance 
from the Webster home and ap- 
proached on foot. Opening the 
outer gate he started up the walk 
just as Webster himself appeared 
on the steps of his house, ap- 
parently showing a visitor out. 
The professor attempted to duck 
back inside. Officer Clapp hailed 
him. 

“We are about to search the 
Medical School again,” he called, 
moving forward rapidly as he 
spoke, “and we wish you to be 
present.” 

Webster feigned the traditional 
Harvard indifference. It Was «a 
waste of time; the school had 
already been searched twice. 
Clapp laid a stern hand on his 
shoulder. Webster, escorted out- 
ward and suddenly noting two 
other men in the waiting 
wanted to go back for his keys. 
Officer Clapp was aware of the 
drama of the moment. . “Pro- 
fessor Webster,” he said, “we have 
keys enough to unlock the whole 
of Harvard College.” ‘ 

Boston was in an uproar. Dr. 
Parkman had not walked off the 
face of the earth. He had been 
pushed off-—-and by the authort- 
tative hands of a Harvard pro- 
fessor!

SCIENTISTS OUTFOX 
THE FOX TO OBTAIN 
PRIME FUR EARLIER 


WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP)— 
After kidding the chrysanthemum, 
some black-out scientists are out 
to fool the fox. 

Plant scientists discovered years 
ago that chrysanthemums could be 
forced to bloom ahead of schedule 
by “shortening the day.” This was 
done by shading the plant with a 
black cloth, or depriving it in some 
other manner of a portion of the 
daylight. The ’mums acted as if 
autumn had come and popped into 
bloom. 

Now Department of Agriculture 
scientists at the fur animal ex- 
periment station at Saratoga, N.Y., 
are trying a similar dodge on fur 
foxes. 


Fox fur normally is prime in 
December. But, if the foxes are 
deprived of some natural daylight, 
if they are headed into darkened ¥ 
sheds in the late summer and ¢ar- 
ly fall in imitation of what the 
hours actually will be about two 
months later, the fur becomes 
prime by late September or early 
October. 

The department here said that 
commercial application of the 
findings is being studied at the 
station.

Price said the railroads are buy- 
ing electrical transmission (used 
with diesels and other types of 
power) at an annual rate of 
slightly under 5 million horse- 
power. “At this rate,” he pointed 
out, “within 10 years’ time the 
electric power in locomotives will 
exceed that now developed by all 
the present central station gen- 
erating plants.” 

Limiting factor in the spread of 
electrified lines, Price noted, has 
been the high cost of power dis- 
tribution systems. 

The electric locomotive itself 
can be supplied for about 60 per 
cent of the cost of diesels, he said, 
while its service records in war 
or peace have never been excelled. 

Many rail men credit diesel de- 
velopment with a part in halting 


| 


the extension of electrification. 
Electric: Programs Shelved. 

Among programs they say have 
been shelved for this reason are 
those of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road between Harrisburg and 
Pittsburgh, Pa., and of the New 
York Central between Harmon 
and Albany, N. Y. 

The traditionally coal-burning 
Pennsy has shifted to diesels in 
a big way. It recently increased 
orders for this type to a total of 
374 units. President M. W, Clement 
in the 1947 annual report said 
‘substantial economies” would be 
obtained through substitution of 
diesel power in some operations. 

Class I railroads (those whose 
operating revenues top $1,000,000 
a year) spent in 1947 a total of 
$222,626,000 for locomotives, mostly 
diesels. 

Current backlogs of orders for 


locomotives are the largest in 25 
years, and include more than 1500 
oil burners, 

The very expansion of diese) 
use has helped intensify the oil 
shortage. Secretary of Interior 
Krug has asked cities to defer 
shifts from electric streetcars to 
bus service, until petroleum sup- 
plies improve. 

Notice that Price said electrifi- 
cation was likely “some day.” 
Talk of oil depletion could hasten 
that day just as disrupted coal 
production has helped the rise of 
the ol] burners, 

In the meantime the diesels 
may get competition from any of 


| various types of locomotives now 


in development. Among them are: 
(1) The gas turbine, burning 
pulverized coal, Work on this

is conducted under direction of 


the locomotive development com- 
mittee formed by nine major 
railroads and four large coal 
producers, In this turbine, the 
committee says, one pound of 
coal is expected to do the work 
now done by three in the con- 
ventional locomotive, 


(2) A. gas turbine, burning 
any kind of liquid fuel, which 
Westinghouse says has “excit- 
ing possibilities.” This company 
expects to have a 4000-horse- 
power locomotive of this type 
running in 1049 and saya it will 
have only two-thirds the weight 
and one-half the length of die- 
sel-electrics. 


(3) A free-piston, gas turbine 
locomotive being developed by 


Westinghouse and Lima-Hamil- | 
ton Corp. It will be a 3000-horse- | 


power unit. : 

Perhaps in anticipation of great- 
er electrification, Westinghouse al- 
so is working on a new, more 
powerful electric locomotive which 
can be built in standardized units 
similar to diesels. By putting units 
together in “building block” style, 
a 16-axle locomotive with maxi- 
mum rail horsepower of 10,000 
would be formed.

‘OLOMBIA was under martial law and a 


state of siege following its first major 


political uprising since 1903. Bogota, 
capital and center of the upheaval, was 
largely paralyzed, with banks and stores 
closed, transportation broken down. About 
40 major buildings of the South American 
city had been set afire, 1000 stores smashed, 
many looted. More than 300 Colombians 
had n killed; the injured overflowed the 
hospitals. 

Among the casualties was the 21-nation 
Inter-American conference in Bogota, which 
had been disrupted by the uprising. Rioters 
had invaded the Capitolio, where confer- 
ence was meeting, destroyed furniture, 
burned or tore conference records. 

Last midweek a Government reorgan- 
ized on coalition lines was restoring order. 
A shortage of food and occasional sniper 
fire remained the chief hangovers. On 
Tuesday the Inter-American Conference 
decided to continue its meeting in Bogota.
